The bill relieves the Garden City Dis 
tillery, of Chicago, Simon Powell, from an 
assessment of about $11,000, and Zell, of Peo- 
ria, from a like assessment of $11,000.

SURPLUS REVENUE. 

A CLEARING-UP OF THE OLD 1887 scoRE. 

Wasnineton, D. C., Dec. 16.—Tbe bill in- 
troduced in the Senate to-day by Mr. Davis, of 
Virginia, “to relieve the Treasurer of the 
United States from the amount now charged to 
him and deposited with the several States, 
refers to the amount of $28,101,644 that now 
appear, on all the quarterly statements of the 
Treasurer as part of the uuavailable balance 
for which be is nominally responsible, although 
the money is not within bis control. The act 
of June, 1836 (passed at the instance of Henry 
Clay), provided that all money in the Treasury 
on the ist of January, 1887, except $5,000,000 
should be deposited with the several 
States in proportion to their respective 
representation in Congress on conditions for its 
repayment to the Government whenever needed 
and called for by the Secretary of the Treasury. 
In compliance with this law, three installments 
of Treasury surplus were deposited with the 
twenty-six States then constituting the Union, 
the largest amounts being deposited as follows: 
With New York, $4,018,521; Pennsylvania, 
$2,867,515; Virginia, $2,198,428; Ohio, $2,007,- 
260; North Carolina, Kentucky, and Tennessee, 
$1,483,757 each: Massachusetts, $1,338,173! 
South Carolina and Georgia, $1,051,423 each; 
Maryland and Maine, $955,838 each; Indiana, 
$360,254; and the other States,—viz.: New 
Hampshire, Vermont, Connecticut, Rhode Island,. 
New Jersey, Delaw Alabama, Louisiana, 
Mississippi, Missouri, Jillinois, Michigan, and 
Arkapsas,—amounts ranging from $286,751 to 
$764,670 each. The fourth installment was 
never distributed, for the remainder of the sur- 
plus of 1887 was found to be needed for expendi- 
ture by the Goveroment, and the act of 1837 
repealed the statute of 1 but provided that 
the first three installments should remain on 
deposit with the States until otherwise 
directed by Congress.” No subsequent 
direction having been made by Oongress, 
the money still remains with the States. Io 
view of the fact that the States subsequently 
admitted to the Union have obtained large 
grante of lands, etc., from the Federal Govern- 
ment which the older States did not share in, 
SenStor Davis believes it will be no more than 
equitable to relieve the latter from their leral 
obligation to * this amount of surplus reve- 
nue which their citizens originally contributed, 
and his bill, therefore, proposes to release them 
and the Treasurer alike from any further la- 
bility to account for it. 7 


COMMITTEE WORK. 
INCREASING POSTAL COMPENSATIONS. 
Spéctal Diapaich to The Tribune. N 

Wasaineton, D. C., Dec. 16.— The Hous 
Post-Office Committee to-day took steps towards 
checking the possibility of abuses in the manner 
of expediting schedules on mail-routes. The 
Committee reported favorably a bill Which pro- 
vides that whenever it is found necessary or ex- 
pedient to expedite the schedule on any mail- 
route that route shall be advertised, for one 
month in a newspaper in Washington City 
and in some newspaper published 
near the termini of the route, for proposals to 
carry the mail at the increased rate of speed 
proposed, and contracts are to be let dpon the 
bids received as now provided by law; it being 
provided that the act shall not take effect unless 
that increased pay shali be 20 per cent of the 
pay under the contract. in force. at the time of 
the change. 

THE SUGAR INTEREST. 

The Ways and Means Committee this morn- 
ing agreed to fix Jan. 13 as the time for hearing 
the sugar importers in the advocacy of the 
amendments recommended in the memorial by 
Representative Morton. Later, however, to 
accommodate the personal convenience of Gib- 
son, of Louisiana, a member of the Committee, 
and who represents the Louisiana sugar inter- 
ests, the date was changed to Jan. 27. This 
delay was a great disappointment to importers, 
who urge early action so that the pending 
differences with the Government may terminate 
as soon as possible. Since July last, when the 
Treasury issued a circular authorizing and 
directing the appliances of other tests than the 
Dutch standard of color to ascertain the grade 
of imported sugars, the importers have been 
paying all duties on this article under protest. 
The sugar-men think that there is a good pros- 
pect of the passage of this bill, 

INTER-STATH COMMERCE. 

The House Commerce Committee this morn- 
ing agreed to report the House Reagan bill to 
regulate inter-State commerce and to pronibit 
unjust discrimination by common carriers. 
There was a great deal of discussion on this 
bill in the Committee, and much opposition to 
it. After a prolonged debate and several meet- 
ings upon it, it was finally decided to permit 
the bill to be reported for action, it being the 
understanding that the members of the Commit- 
tee are to have entire freedom when the bill 
eomes before the House, There will be some 
vigorous opposition to the bill upon constitu- 
tional grounds. One of the points that will be 
raised is, that Congress has no power to legis- 
late as to any railroads which derive their char- 
ters from States, whether they may be tech- 
nically inter-State railroads or not. The attitude 
which the railroad companies will take on this 
bill is not yet defined. It will not be considered 
until after the recess. Meanwhile members of 
the Committee propose to study the effect of 
the bill in their own sections, 

UNITED STATES COURTS FERS. 

The Judiciary Committee of the House to- 
day agreed to report the resolution of Gen. 
Young, of Ohio, providing for a special commit- 
tee to investigate the methods of business of 
officers of the United States Circuit Court and 


District Courts, with a view of corrtet ing abuses | 


that have grown up in all quarters in the matter 
of extravagant and iliegal charges. The Com- 
mittee omitted a restriction to Circuit and Dis- 
Courts, and made the resolution apply to all 
United States Courts. This was for the purpose 
of including amexamination into the system of 
fees and costs in the Supreme Court as well. 


Representative Young presented written state- 


ments of various species of irregularities in 
several of the circuits, including the Louisville 
and Eastern District of Tennessee. He detailed 
late discoveries in Cincinnati, and showed that 
the present system of auditing accounts by 
Judges required far too much time of the latter, 
and seriously interfered with their more impor- 
tant duties, The Committee will probably re- 
port the resolution to-morrow.

1 link iu the journey around the world, from Phil- 


adelpbia to Philadelpbia, was completed to-day, 
when Gen. Grant received a welcome which was 
as general and hearty as were the good wishes 
on all sides when he sailed in the India, two 
years ago last May.

THE LEGISLATIVE THEFT. 
HOW THE NEWS WAS RECEIVED IN BOSTON. 
Seetal Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Boston, Dec. 16.—The Governor and Council 
of Maine will issue certificates to-morrow by 
which a Fasion majority will be made in both 
branches of the Legislature. The news to- 
night shows that there isa great deal of quiet 
excitement througkout the State, a jubilant 
feeling among Democrats, and a determination 
among Republicans to fight the matter to 
the bitter end. The Hon. William IL. Put- 
nam, former Mayor of Portland, and one of 
ttie best Democratic lawyers of the State, said 
to-day that the Governor and Council have acted 
neither according to law nor justice, the clear 
course for them to bave pursued being to refer 
all such questions of law of a novel character 
to the Supreme Court, which always been 
non-partisan. He claims that it is the duty of 
every citizen in Maine, whatever his post- 
tion on National matters, who desires 
henceforth fair dealing in the matter of 
elections, to unite with the Republican party 
in Maine for the purpose of crushing out this 
coalition which now controls the State Govern- 
ment. Leading Democrats ali over the State 
follow im the denunciation of the proposed con- 
spiracy, except Edmuod Dana, Chairman of the 
State Committee, who thinks the Republicans 
cannot complain if counted out on technical 
grounds, as they have furnished plenty of prec- 


edents. 
THE GROUNDS TAKEN 


by Republican leaders are very strong. The 
voters of the State, at legal elections in which a 
larger number of them than ever before, with a 
single exception, participated, made choice of a 
Legislature in which the Republicans are in a 
msjority io both branches. It was not agmall 
majority, either, in either House. The Repub- 
loans were, to the combined opposition, as three 
to two on joint ballot. There would have been 
109 Republicans and 73 Democrats and 
Greenbeckers. The manipulation of the returns 
results in the extinction of the majority in both 
brancnes. The peculiarity of the manipulation 
istthat nearly all the alleged informalities have 
been found to exist only where Republican can- 
didates were elected. It has hitherto been sup- 
posed that the Republican officials of Maine, by 
reason of their long acquaintance with 
the forms of election returns, to say 
nothing of. their admitted intelligence, were 
less Hable to make errors than the Democrats, 

but all this appears to be reversed, and the op- 
position returning officers are announced as the 
careful, intelligent men, while the Republicans 
are pronounced stupid and blundering. 

It is very peculiar, indeed, that cities distin- 
guished for the intelligence of their citizens, 

WHICH ELECTED REPUBLICAN CANDIDATES 
to the Legisiature, should be found making 
defective returns to the extent that their entire 
representation should be throws out. 

The people of Portland elected five Repre- 
sentatives, but they have been deprived of their 
choice because the City Cierk returned an incon- 
siderable fraction of the vote as “‘ scattering.” 

Augusta has been disfranchised because the 
City Clerk gave the number of votes in his re- 
turo instead of the number of ballots, each con- 
taining two votes. 

Belfast is also understood to be among the 
disfranchised cities, on the ground that Dr. 
Brooks, Representative-elect, is an Examining 
Surgeon of Pensions, and thus ineligible. The 
law expressly prohibits the Governor and 
Council taking into account the question 
of eligibility of Senators and Representatives 
elect, but it is understood that the Governc> 
and Council adjudge this law also to be uncop- 
stitutional, and, therefore, not to be obeyed 
The Town of Benton, Kennebec County, is 
cluded among those where proof is offered that 
the returns were clandestinely changed in order 
to save a Democratic Representative in the Clin- 
ton District. 

In the Exeter-Gariand District, the Vote stood 
in Exeter: F. W. Hill, 220; G. 8. Hin, 146; in 
Garland, Georgé 8. Hill, 211; Francis W. Hill, 
131. G. 8. Bill and George S. Hill were the 
same person, and the Republican candidate, 
and his vote in both towns was 857. 
F. W. Hill and Francis were one and 
the same person, likewise the Democratic 
candidate, and his vote in both towns was 351. 
So the Republican candidate had a majority of 
six votes. But the Governor and Counc'l, ignor- 
ing the iows of 1817 in order to get the Demo- 
erats into the Legislature, declare that there 
were four separate candidates voted for, and 
gave the certificate to F. W. Hill, who, they 
say, appears to be elected.

son, is not elected. This is one of the master- 
pieces in the conspiracy. 

It is understood that in the House fifteen seats 
will be left vacant, thus giving sixtytwo me- 
jority in the House, and thirty-one on joint bal- 
lot. The vacancies will not be fitted until the 
Governor and State officers are chosen. The 
plan is to make J. B. Smith Governor, and send 
Garcelon where he belongs, over the river.” 
It is then the purpose of the Fusion leaders 
to undertake a partisan bribery ‘investiga- 
tion, on the streugth of which they 
expect to seat Fusion candidates for Representa- 
tives from the seven disfranchised cities.

NEITHER ACCORDING TQ LAW NOR JUSTICE. 

L. D. M. Sweat, Democratic ex-member of 
Congress, deprecated the taking away of Port- 
land’s representation when it was evident who 
had been elected.

WHAT CONGRESSMEN THINK OF THE MAINE 
OUTRAGE.

Wasuineron, D. C., Dec. 16.—Maine Repub- 
Hicans are intensely indignant at the result of 
the remarkable Returning Board perfermanoce 
by which the Legislature of that State bas been 
changed from a strongiy Republican to a strong- 
ly Greenback-Democrat body. Mr. Reed, who 
usually speaks his mind freely, says: “It is a 
performance which bas no equal in the history 
of the Republic. It was no case of close ma- 
jorities and contested precincts. There was no 
charge that ballot-boxes had been stuffed, tis- 
sue ballots used, or names forged. It was a 
clear, open, and unblushing steal. Ip the City of 
Portland, the five Republican members for 
the Legislature were elected by majorities rang- 
ing from 500 to 600. By the law of the State, 
the Clerk of the Court makes out lists conta in- 
ing the names of the persons voted for for each 
office, and opposit each name the number of 
votes be received. In the case mentioned these 
liste were carefully made out, and contained at 
the ends the statement that a certain number of 
votes—perhaps 14—were scattering. If these 
votes bad all been Democratic, and had been 
added to the totals received by the Democratic 
candidates, 

THE REPUBLICANS WOULD HAVE 

still retained a majority, not appreciably dimin- 
isbed. But for this single informality, the 
putting down ‘fourteen votes scattering,’ in- 
stead of designating the candidates who re- 
ceived them, the Returning Board, consisting of 
Gov. Garcelon and bis Council, threw out the 
whole city. In Maine there are what are called 
‘class towns.’ Two such towns elect one Rep- 
resentative. Where one of these towns is Re- 
publican and the other Democratic, the politics 
of the Representative elected will be that of the 
town giving the largest majority. In this 
present case, whenever a Republican has been 
thrown out on some trumped-up informality, 
the Democratisthus given the seat. In the 
case of Portland the throwing out of the Repub- 
lican vote practically disfranchiaes it,“ and, 
said Mr. Reed, we are absolutely without reo 
resentation in tim Legislature. The law gives 
no warrant for throwing out votes in this way, 
and the Governor and his Council must take 
upon their own shoulders the responsibility for 
what is a practical annihilation of the right of 
franchise.” : 

Mr. Ladd, Greenback-Democratic Congress- 
man from Maine, condones the Maine fraud by 
saying that for many years the Democrats have 
been counted out on pure technicalities. 

IN THE PRESENT CASE,

There was another flurry on the Board of 
Trade yesterday. The bulls 
seat, and for about a couple of hours the 
bears had things pretty much their own way 
all round. There was a general tumble, and 
& bad one, as lewding longs in pork and 
wheat threw their property on the market 
profusely, and other things went down in 
sympathy. Wheat and barley declined near- 
ly 4 cents per bushel, pork 65 cents per 
barrel, lard 25 cents per 100 pounds, and 
corn and osts 114 cents per bushel. To- 
wards noon sellers became tired or satisfied, 
and then quotations turned upwards. Wheat 
declined again in the afternoon, while other 
produce was relative steady. The cause of 
the break seemed to be a loss of confidence 
on the part of holders, many of them think- 
ing that such big stocks as we now have are 
incompatible with such high prices as have 
been reached under the enormous speculative 
demand of the past ten weeks. The mar- 
kets in England were tame, and New York 
lower, but the latter seemed to have declined 


only in sympathy with Chicago. 

The situation of the British troops in Af- 
ghanistan has a very serious look. The force 
under Gen. Rozzrts, which occupied Cabul 
shortly after the massacre of the Embassy, 
appears to be in one of those traps which the 
Afghans have laid for the capture of the 
English several times before. Cutoff from 
their base of com munications, supplies, and 
reinforcements by the bill tribes, it will not 
be remarkable if another massacre should 
occur before they can receive help. These 
tribes, who are desperate fighters and are 
well armed, have rallied in great numbers 
under experieneed Chieftains, and already 
outnumber the English force. The posi- 
tions which they have occupied on the 
hights around Cabul, and the rapid man- 
ner in which they are making their com- 
binations, point to a siege of the city 
and a possible attack in force which threat- 
ens to be successful unless the Vicergy can 
get reinforcements to them very promptly. 
The prospects, however, are not very encour- 
aging, as the only reinforeements which he 
can send at present are raw reeruits. Two 
things are very clear,—first, that the loyalty 
of the hill tribes cannot be relied upon, and, 
second, that the English cannot hold their 
position in Afghanistan without a system of 
railroad communications behind them, espe- 
cially at this season of the year.

We haze elsewhere pointed 
out the causes of the exodus to Mr. Voor- 
BEES, and can do the same for Mr. Sumer, 
gratis, thereby saving the expenses of an- 
other investigation. Mr. Suziury need not 
go further than the canvass of his own elec- 
tion to find why a negro does not want 
to stay in Alabama. He represents the 
Fourth Alabama District. In that district 
there is a registered white vote of about 
7,000 and a registered colored vote of about 
23,000,—in other words, there are 7,000 
Democrats and 23,000 Republieans in his 
district, and, if the election had been fair, he 
would have been defeated by about 16,000 
majority. Inasmuch, however, as Mr. 
SHELLEY was returned by a vote of 8,514, 
while. the Republican candidate received 
6,545, it does not require a very in- 
volved mathematical sum to show that nearly 
17,000 Republicans were prevented from 
voting, and that the total Democratic vote 
was increased sufficiently to overcome the 
total Republican by the various corrupt 
methods which were practiced all over the 
South at the last election. If there were no 
other causes at work, like the continual and 
systematic intimidation, persecution, and 
robbery of the negro, this one alone would 
be sufficient to account for the exodus. So 
long as they are deprived of their political 
rights by Mr. Sur end others of the 
same sort by trickery, corruption, aud the 
shotgun, it is not in the nature of reason that 
they will remain in the South if they can get 
out of it. If the number of Democratic 
Congressmen decreases in the South by the

THE MAINE OUTRAGE. 

Among all the political outrages which 
have disgraced and menaced the American 
Republic during the past few years, none has 
been so enormous, flagrant, and shameless as 
that which is reported from Maine. The 
State election occurred in September. It 
was notorious the very next day that the Re- 
publicans had swept the State. It soon be- 
came known that Davis, the Republican can- 
didate for Governor, had about three times 
as many votes a’ Ganceton, the Democratic 
candidate, a vast Plurality over Surru, the 
Greenback candidate, and came within a few 
votes of having a majority over all the other 
candidates. The counting of the votes 
showed that the Republicans had elected 
ninety thembers of the House against sixty- 
one members elected by the Democrats and 
Greenbackers, and eighteen Republican Sena- 
tors against thirteen “‘ Fusionists.” The re- 


sult, when definitly ascertained, was pro- 
mulgated throughout the country, and ad - 


mitted by the Democrats. There has never 
since been a denial that the Republicans cay 
j State by a large majority, and secured 
both Houses of the Legislature, which, under 
the Constitution of Maine, elects the Gov- 
ernor in the failure of any one candidate to 
secure a majority over all the others. 

It soon came to be noised about that the 
Democratic managers had organized a con- 
spiracy to count out the Republicans. The 
Governor and his Council are the Returning 
Board of the State. Gannon and his asso- 
ciates have proved pliant tools in the bands 
of the conspirators. The canvassing of the 
returns began nearly a month ago and has 
proceeded in Star-Ohamber” fashion. The 
Republican candidates have applied in per- 
son, through counsel, and through the Re- 
publican Committee, for the privilege of 
ecrutinizing the returns, with a view to cor- 
recting any technical errors there may have 
beeh, but have been refused. The Demo- 
cratic and candidates, it is under- 
stood, have been given the privilege which 
has been denied to the Republicans. The 
conspiracy contemplates the election of 
‘@ucaru, the Greenbacker, as Governor, with 
the understanding that the Democrats shall 
have the United States Senator next year. 
It is still more comprehensive, however, 
from the fact that the coup of this year fur- 
nishes a Democratic Canvassing for 


the Presidential election next year, and the « 


counting-out of Republican legislators this 
year will furnish a precedent for counting 
out the Republican Presidential -Electors 
next year, though they oMosen by the 
people by as clear a majority as the Repub- 
licans had last September. 

The Democratic Governor and Council 
pretend that they have followed literally the 
constitutional provisions governing the 
count. If this were true, it would be equal- 
ly true that the popular will has been de- 
feated by mere techhicalities,—a condition 
that must always be a great wrong. But it 
is not true that the constitutional injunc- 
tions have been strictly obeyed. While the 
law of Maine is exceptionally strict in re- 
quiring exact conformance to the technical 
rales for elections, it also provides for a cer- 
tain term during which defects may be 
eured. The Democrats and Greenbackers 
have had abundant notice and opportunity 
for correcting the errors that have occurred 
on their side, while the Republicans have 
been denied even the privilege of looking at 
the returns, and have not only been refused 
the opportunity to correct, but have not 
been able to ascertain what, if any, errors 
have been made. So Republicans who re- 
ceived a majority of votes have been ex- 
cluded because there were only two notices 
posted in their district instead of three, or 
because the notices were posted for only 
six days instead of seven, and for 
other formal and insufficient reasons. It is 
the first e in the history of Maine that 


| the privilegé of inspecting the returns has 


been confined to one party, and the fact that 
this privilege was given to the defeated 
party alone, with the result of overriding 
the popular will as expressed at the polls, is 
ample evidence of the fraudulent intent with 
which the un just discrimination was adopted. 

When it first became known that the plot for 
counting out the Republican majority in the 
Maine Legislature had been devised, it was said 
that the suggestion came from Democratic 
leaders outside the State, and that it had been 
agreed upon with the purpose of holding the 
State for the Democrats in the Presidential 
year. This may be done in two ways, if the 
Republicans submit to the present villainy. 
The new Fusion Legislature may pass a 
law vesting in itself the power to appoint 
the Presidential Electors, or it may elect a 
Governor and Council pledged to. pursue 
next year the same line of frauds that this 
year’s Returning Board has resorted to 
for overcoming the Republican major- 
ity. The fraudulent Legislature, even 
if it be tolerated by the people 
of Maine, will probably not dare 
to adopt the former course, since such action 
would be a confession of the real design, 
and since it would be followed by the Re- 
publican States of the North in such manner 
as to absolutely secure the election of the 
Republican candidate. The Legislature of 
every Northern State, with the single excep- 
tion of Indiana (not counting the fraudulent 
Fusion Legislature of Maine), is now in 
the control of Republicans, and if the de- 
vice of enabling the Legislature of each 
State to appoint Presidential Electors were 
universally adopted, the result would be that 
the Democratic Legislatures could appoint 
only 160 Electors (including the entire 
South, Indians, and Maine), which would 
be twenty-five less than a majority. It is 
likely, therefore, that, if the Maine revolu- 
tionists persist in their fraud, they will trust 
to their fraudulent Returning Board to re- 
peat it next year in cangassing the vote for 
Presidential Electors. 

It is this circumstance which demands from 
the Republicans of Maine resistance a foutre 
to the infamy which the “Fusionists” are 
seeking to consummate. The whole country 
has an interest in defeating the villainy, and 
it is a duty which the Republicans of Maine 
owe to the Nation, as well as to themselves, to 
refuse submission to the plot. The Repab- 
lican Senators and Representatives, as elected 
by the people, should orgdhize at the Capital, 
proceed to fill vacancies as provided by law, 
choose a Governor under the constitutional 
methods, and maintain their rights. It is not

THE END OF RAILROAD SUBSIDIES. 

Tax Tano yesterday contained the in- 
telligence that Tom Scorr's celebrated Texas 
Pacific Railroad had passed into the hands 
of the great Vaxpzrsrit and Gouxp railroad 
combination, and would be at once com- 
pleted from Fort Worth, Texas, to El Paso, 
in New Mexico. This is the celebrated rail- 
road which seven years and more has 
been laboring with Congress for a cash or a 
bond subsidy. Originally it was a scheme 
to obtain a subsidy for a road from the 
eastern line of the State of Texas westward 
through that State, dnd through New Mexico 
and Arizona to Fort Yuma on the 
southeast bordeg of Oalifornia, and 
thence to San Francisco, with a 
branch to San Diego; it also contemplated 
the absorption of a road northward from 
Fort Worth to Vinita, in the northeast corner 
of the Inaian Territory, and such other roads 
running to the Mississippi River as might 
be built or acquired. The whole distance 
driginally contemplated, including those 
roads to be obtained by purchase, was nearly 
2,600 miles, and the original application to 
Congress was for a subsidy in the shape of 
an indorsement and guarantee of interest on 
bonds amounting to $40,000 per mile of this 
whole distance. The road was built by the 
Company from the eastern line of Texas 
as far west as Fort Worth. It was 
built under a contract, whereby 
Scorr’s Railroad Company contracted 
with Scorr's Construction Company 
to build the road for the amount of the sub- 
sidy bonds to be received from Congress. 
In 1878 the Company was wrecked by the 
panic. Congress, moreover, was frightened 
from granting the subsidy. In themeantime 
the Southern California Railroad Company 
went on building their road, southward from 
San Francisco, a distance of 700 miles; since 
then it has crossed over into Arizona, and at 
the rate of two miles a day has been pushing 
towards El Paso, on the Rio Grande, where 
the lines ef Texas and New Mexico join 
those of Mexico, and at which point the 
Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Railroad will 
cross the Rio Grande on its way to Guays- 
mas, on the Gulf of California. This road 
has anticipated the greater part of the rail- 
road originally included in the Soorr Texas 
Pacific scheme, leavipg of the latter only 
that part of the route from Fort 
Worth to El Paso not already built upon by 
the California . Company. Under these en- 
croachments Scorr’s claim for subsidy has 
been growing smaller every year, the last 
being for bonds not exceeding $35,000 per 
mile for the 600 miles to N Paso. 

The present combination, of course, termi- 
nates the struggle for the Congressional bond 
subsidy,—the land subsidy still being re- 
tained.. The contract is to build the 600 
miles at the rate of $25,000 of 6 per cent 
bonds per mile, and for $20,000 per mile in 
capital stock. The actual cost of construct. 
ing the road will not exceed $15,000 per 
mile. Of the bonds issued for construction, 
$5,000 per mile are to be retained by the 
Company. This will leave a net cost in 
bonds of $20,000 andin stock of $20,000 
per mile. Deducting the actual cost of 
$15,000 per mile, or $9,000,000, there will 
be left to the contractors a surplus of bonds 
and stock of $15,000,000. Those who use 
the road will have to pay dividends and in- 
terest on the whole $24,000,000, $15,000,000 
of which will be pure water. 

The country is to be congratulated on the 
breaking down and abandonment of the rail- 
road subsidy business. The enormity of 
that job as originally proposed is now con- 
fessed. While the Texas Pacific was waiting 
for Congress to vote it a subsidy, the South- 
ern California Company has, without sub- 
sidy, completed its road from San Francisco 
to El Paso, and the Atchison, Topeka & 
Santa Fe Road, without subsidy, has con- 


structed its line to Albuquerque, in New 


Mexico, and is thence vigorously pushing 
its road by two lines, one south to Mexico, 
and the other along the thirty-fifth parallel 
to Colifornia. Both these roads are rapidly 
hastening to completion, In the meantime 
the Northern Pacific Railroad is build- 
ing from the west to the east and 
from the east to the west, the gap between 
the sections diminishing daily. All these 
railroads are building without subsidy, and 
are paid for by the cash contributions of 
private capital. The prospect, then, is that 
within a comparatively short time there will 
be three through routes from the Mississippi 
River to California m addition to the present 
existing lifes. So soon as the Atchison, 
Topeka &Santa Fe Road reaches EI Paso, 
and there makes a junction with the South- 
ern California Road, pas:engers to California 
can leaye-Chicago by any of the lines run- 
ning to Kansas City or Atchison, and 
proceed thence by the Southern line 
to San Francisco. In the meantime 


The fact that the present busi- 
ness Will not sustain four lines will necessi- 
tate that increase of business which can only 
result from a reduction of rates. It is rea- 
sonable, then, to hope that as soon as these 
roads are in operation the rates of traflic to 
and from the Pacific States will be largely 
reduced, even if there be a combination to 


maintain prices higher than justice will au- 
thorize. 


Nevertheless, the duty of Congress is clear. 
It should leave nothing on the pos- 
ible future action of railroad companies.

The blacks of North and South Carolina, 
oppressed, fleeced, and persecuted in their 
own section, having heard that there were 
opportunities for bettering their condition in 
Southern Indiana, spied out the land and 
found that the reports were true. Theyhave 
discovered that there is good farming land, a 
climate not very different from their own, 
plenty of work for them to do, freedom from 


brutality and injustice, good wages, oppor- | 


tunities for education, and a chance to be 
something better than a nominal chattel. 
The demand for help in the corn regioas of 
Indiana is pressing. The boys have left 
the farms and are swarming all over 
the great region west of the Missis- 
sippi River, striking out for them- 
selves. The old men are left behind with a 
crop of grandchildren, but the bone and 
sinew of labor are wanting. Help iso 
short that every negro woman who somes 
along is immediately picked up and set to 
work in the kitchen and every man is gladly 
and eagerly hired for work on the farm, to 
which he is accustomed and which he per- 
forms with all the more alacrity becanse it 
pays him better. Nearly. all the farmers in 
Southern Indiana have abandoned the old 
pioneer homesteads and built comfortable 
brick houses, but the old houses remain on 
the place and are turned over to the negroes, 
who find them fairly palatial as compared 
with anything they have ever lived in down 
South. They also find that they are not 
charged two or three prices for the neces- 
sities of life, but that they can buy at 
the lowest market prices, just as the 
farmers do. It is a luxury to them 
to be able to get decent food and 
clothing at reasonable rates and have a de- 
cent home for their shelter, singular as it may 
appear to Mr. Voosuzzs. To sum it all up, 
the negro goes to Indiana because he finds 
that he can be a man there, while in the 
South he is little better off than the brute, 
and is held in conditions that do not essen- 
tially vary from those which surrounded him 
Having the instincts 
and aspirations of a man and not those of a 
brute, he has the very natural and laudable 
desire to improve his condition and to ele- 
vate himself, his wife, and his children, and 
as he cannot do this in the South he goes 
where he can. This is the cause of the ex. 
odus which Mr. Voon nm wishes to discover, 
and it is the only cause which an investigat- 
ing committee will find if it hunts from now 
until doomsday. 

In deciding to leave the Soxth, the 
negro is not such an ungrateful being as 
Mr. Voonnzzs imagines. There ig no in- 
ducement for him to remain there. For 
years past he has been bulldozed, shot- 
gunned, stripped, and squeezed out of every- 
thing that belongs to him, and is not alone 
deprived of the right to li and the 
pursuit of happiness, but is not always con- 
ceded the right to live. His schéols have 
been taken away from him and closed. His 
churches have been broken ap in a many 1n- 
stances. Odious and unjust road laws com- 


, pel him to work upon the highways for the 


benefit of the whites. The privileges of 
citizenship, conferred upon him by the Four- 
teenth Amendment, are denied him. He is 
not allowed to vote except he votes the Con- 
federate ticket, or votes where it counts for 
nothing. If he attempts to vote as he 
wishes, he is either driven out of the State 
or put out of the way by violence or intimi- 
dated with threats of punishment and tor- 
ture. If he gets in debt, if he abandons his 
crops because he finde he cannot pay his 
advances, or if he is fined for any petty 
offenses, he is sold out to the highest bidder, 
wherever he may be, and is forced to work 
it out. He is overcharged on prices and 
swindled in contracts; and in every possi- 
ble way, short of ownership by the whites, 
he is reduced to his original condition of 
slavery. 

These are the reasons, Mr. Vootuzns, why 
the negro leaves the South and goes to In- 
diana and other Northern localities, and 
there is no need of the expense of an investi- 
gation committee to pursue the inquiry any 
further, because it could not unearth any- 
thing different. It is a little singular that 
Mr. Voornzzs did not include in his resolu- 
tion the causes of the Irish exodus to this 
country. The cases are very nearly parallel,

The Michigan Central was awarded 
81 per cent, the Lake Shore 20 per cent, the 
Pittsburg & Fort Wayne and Pan-Handle 34 per 
cent, and the Baltimore & Ohio 9 per cent. The 
roads at once went to work under this arrange- 
ment, but after awhile the Pennsylvania Com- 
pany claimed that its percentage was too low 
and the Baltimore & Obio to bigh. The matter 
was referred to the arbitrators, who decided 
that the Pennsylvania Company's lines should: 
get 35 per cent instead of 34, and the Baltimore 
& Ohio 8 per cent instead of 9. No other 
changes in percentages have been made since 
thattime. Of course, when the Chicago roads 
commenced to work under this arrange- 
ment, they supposed that the pools from.

NEW YORE CENTRAL.

New York, Dec. 16.—The annual report of

Ocher 
freights, 2,042. 733, 132 in 1878. and 2,295,837,387 
in 1879. The, deduciion is made that the earn- 
ings. per ton per mile on freigbts were 91-100 
cents in 1878, as compared with 70-100 cents in 
1879. While the number of passengers 
carried tmcreased, the expense of carrying them 
was less, and the earnings were, in 1879, 85-100 
cents per passenger per mile, as compared wan 
78-100 cents in 1878. In 1878 the profits per 
train mile, on freights, were 61 cents, while in 
1879 they were 47 cents. The expenses in 1878 
were 55.91 per cent of the gross earnings; in 1879, 
56.77 per cent. The total cost Of maintaining 
the road was reduced from $2,872,855 in 1878 to 
$2,845,740 in 1879. 


NEBRASKA. *

Lancoin, Neb., Dec. 15.—I apprised you by 
telegram of an awful catastrophe which took 
place at Plattemouth Friday, but was unable 
then to give you full particulars. From a gen- 
tleman who came up from there this morning I 
am enabled to give you the following particu- 
lars: The Burlington & Missouri Railway Oom- 
pany was grading through a bank for the west 
approach of the new rafiroad bridge at that 
place. The cut was to be seventy feet deep, and 
a force of thirteen men were employed under 
the contractor, W. H. B. Stout. The cut had 
reached a depth of flity-two feet deep; instead 
of sloping the sides from top to bottom, the cut 
bad been. made perpendicular. Several of the 
workmen had already complained of the danger 
from the failure to slope the sides 
of the cut, and the possibility of its eay- 

. Thursday several men quit work on ac- 
count of the danger, and one old man who was 
at work with his two sons suddenly shouldered 
his pick, and, calling to his boys, left the work 
not two bours before the accident happened. 

At half-past 11 Friday, without an instant’s 
warning, both sides of the cut, for a distance of 
tifty feet in length, ve in, burying the 
thirteen men and a pttmber of horses. The 
scraper men, numbering fiiteen, and their teams 
had left for the dump. Had the accident been 
five minutes later, they aso would have been 
involved in the terrible accident. 

As soon as the horror-stricken beholders 
realized what bad happened they set to work to 
exhume their comrddes. It was ‘bard work and 
slow. The unfortanate men were buried to the 
depth of ten or twelve feet, and the ground 
was frozenin great chunks. It was 4 o'clock 
before ail the men known to have deen in the 
cut were taken out.

CRIMINAL NEWS. 


THE HAYDEN CASE. 
Special Dispatca to The Ty D 

New Haven, Conn., Dec. 16.—In the Hayden 
trial to-day, the time was wholly devoted to 
medical testimony for defense. The topics 
touched upon were whether the ovarian tumor 
with which Mary Stannard was afflicted could 
produce the symptoms leading her to believe 
that she was pregnant; also, whether the small 
quantity of blood found beside the corpse did 
not indicate that the girl had been kiiled and 
bled elsewbere. Several Yale professionals were 
called. to the witness-stand, including Hubbard, 
Professor of Obstetrics; Carmalt, Professor of 
Ophthalmology ; Sanford, Professor of Anatomy ; 
and Bacon, ex-Professor of Surgery. 
They all insisted that the tumor 
in Mary Stannard’s case was not 
of malignant, but rather of What is technically 
termed the benign type; that is, there was 
neither inflammation nor irritation. Carmalt 
alone admitted that it could possibly have 
caused hardening of breasts and partial sup- 
pression of menses, and on this admission, as 
against the distinct opposit statements by his 
brother experts, the counsel for the State made 
the strongest polut in the cross-examivations. 
The peculiarities of cystic tumors of ovaries, 
their size, effect, etc., were presented in an in- 
teresting way, forming a medical lecture which 
the jury and spectators appeared to enjoy 
alike. The testimony regarding the flow 
of blood from the throat wound was 
exhaustive in ite detaiis, the physicians agree- 
ing almost unanimously that the amount which 
saturated the clothing and the ground beside 
the corpse could not have exceeded one qaart. 
This was less, they belicve, than must have 
come from the wound. The prosecution, on 
c -examination, secured admissions that the 
flow%might have been less than usual if the cir- 
culation bad been checked, or nearly ceased, 
from the effect of a powerful dose of arsenic, 
which bad been administered to the giri. 
The State claims that such was the condition of 
affairs; that there is no doubt that the 
killing was done where the body was 
discovered, for, if done elsewhere, there 
must inevitably have been traces of blood along 
the route by which the corpse was conveyed. 
Prof. Sanford’s testimony was mainly in refer- 
ence to microscopic and chemical examination 
for blood stains on the clothing alleged to have 
been worn by Hayden on the day of the mur- 
der. He ä none, and in this the 
State’s expert agrees. However, the State 
claims that Hayden wore another shirt than the 
one designa and, upon another garment, 
closely resembling the first, some slight traces 
of human dlood were discovered by tne State’s 
expert. Hayden is engaged in writing a story 
of his life and this trial. It will be published in 
book form and the profits applied to the ex- 
pense of the trial, etc. The impression is now 
general here that unless the State can present 
stronger testimony than it has thus far, a disa- 
greement of the jury is inevitable. Against 
the possibility of acquittal it may be said that, 
while not making a strong case, the State has 
produced much circumstantial evidence point- 
ing to Hayden, and the defense has found noth- 
ing to fairly throw even a suspicion oa other

An Interesting Murder Trial- Hog Cholera 
at Lachine—Efforts to Break Up a Ferry 
Monopoly—The Indian Who Killed and 
Ate His Wife and Children—What the En.

MonTREAL, Dec. 16.—It is reported that hog 
cholera bas broken out near Lachine, and that 
twenty pigs died on one farm within a few days. 
The Government Veterinary Inspector is at 
present engaged in making an inquiry into the 
matter. 

Some shareholders of the Consolidated Bank 
are not satisfied with the late statement made 
by the Committee of Inspection, and purpose 
calling a meeting to appoint another Committee 
of Investigation. They want to find out where 
the capital of $6,000,000 has gone. Later de- 
velopments show that Escott’s defalcations 
from the Investment Society greatly exceed 
the amount first stated.

MONTREAL, Dec. 16.—Mr. Hall, of London, 
Eng., says the English farmers realize that they 
cannot compete with me Canadian agricultar- 
ists. The Commissioners sent to Maaitoba by 
the Agricultura] League in Liverpool have not 
yet publishea their report. They regard Mani- 
toba as a land of plenty, but are of the opinion 
that immigration should only take place in 
April or May. Mr. Hall is very favorable to the 
project of the Port Nelson route, which, he 
states, would give us an open port in the very 
centre, not of Canada, but of North America, 
and would naturally prove a most important 
commercial centre. The success of a railway to 
the Hudson’s Bay coast, which would tap the 
Canada Pacific Railway, be looks upa§as u fore- 
goue conclusion. On thi§ subject Prof. Selwyn 
says the practicability of -constructing a road 
is beyond question. The effect would be 
to connect the finest grain-producing country in 
the world with the best market in the world. 
The greatest obstacle in the way of develop- 
ment of the Northwest Territory is the cost of 
transporting produce by way of the Lakes,—the 
distance from Duluth to Quebec being 1,200 
miles. In course ot transit the grain bas to be 
repeatedly handled, with a corresponding in- 
crease in the cost; 2 at Que dec, it is 
still 2,600 miles from Liverpool, while tbe dis- 
tance from Port Nelson is only 2,966 miles,— 
the difference in au ocean-paseage betug of very 
little consequence compared with the same dis- 
tance op land. The question which remains to 

solyed is the practicability of navigating 
Hudson's Bay. He thought it probable that in 
the spring more ice would be met id the bay 
than is encountered on the St. Lawrence route; 
but thinks that this difficulty would 
be got over dy the construction 
of ships specially adapted for the work. 
It is, he states, a popular error to imagine that 
there is an Arctic climate on the shores of Had 
son’s Bay; and he regards this coast as the natu- 
ral outlet for the trade of the Northweét, He does 
not prescribe any particular termini for phe line; 
but there is a good harbor at Port Nelson, and 
the River Nelson is navigable for about 100 
miles. The construction of the rafiway and 
the navigationjof;Hudson’s Bay would lead to the 
development of a splendid territory, net onty in 
the West, but round the shores of the Lake, 
where thereis considerable lead. This ques- 
tion has been brought before both the late and 
present Governments, and the former suggested 
the propriety of fitting out asteamer for the ¢x- 
ploration of Hudson's Bav; bat nothing bas been 
done ud to the present time.

‘THE DAIRY FAIR. 

A Big Crowd at the Butter and Cheese 
Show in New York—And Chiefly for the 
Purpose of Getting a Slice of Cheese, in 
which They Faijed. 

Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

New Tonk. Dec, 16.—Two thousand ister- 
ested inspectors made the Dairy Fair lively 
enough to-night, and betokeved the increased 
desire to see, smell, and taste the best cheese 
made anywhere, at any time, by anybody. The 
announcement that the prize cheeses were to be 
cut, and that everybody could have a slice to 
carry home, may bave had something to do 
with the larger attendance. If so, the people 
must come again to get theit cheese, for to-mor- 
row night the exhibits will be cut and parceled 
out. Concerning the awards, naturally 
there is some dissatisfaction, and several 
appeals from the judges’ decisions have 
been presented to the proper Board. It ig 
wholly probable the Wisconsip dairymen ques- 
tion the ability of the Canadians to make better 
cheese than they can, and that the IIlinois and 
lowa butter-makers sincerely think theirs the 
better butter. Outsiders deem the honors 
pretty evenly divided, and the West certainly 
has no cause to complain. 

At the evening meeting the first address was 
made by the Hon. J. T. Updegraff, member of 
Congress from the Elghteenth Ohio District 
He said that the success of the present ex- 
hibition was ubt so important in its 
achievements as in significance and prom- 
ise. The dairy sindustry of our country 
was yet in its infancy; but, different from al- 
most any other praoch of prodtction, it had 
special interest for every man and woman. It 
anybody thought the subject was one lu which 
a member of Congress felt no interest, let bim 
experiment on the antique compound ot olee- 
margarine, salt, and sour buttermilk sometimes 
in W@hington hotels, by reckless courtesy 
cailed butter. He doubted not if Congress and 
the Cabinet could enjoy daily such dairy lux 
uries as he seen that day, the country 
would escape many bad laws and much 
angry discussion. The dairy interest was 
important. in every view, and becoming «a 
source of great national wealth. Last year the 
value of the dairy product of the United States 
was not less than $400,000,000, an@ there Were 
some 12,500,000 milen cows in our dairies. It 
was only a few years since Ohio began to supply 
New York with dairy staples, and, since it was 
denied the West could produce the prime but- 
tet, yet to-day a Western State bad the proud 
distinction of producing the best butter in the 
market. All that had been done was but the 
beginning, bowever. With its vast and 
rich pastures and uoplimited supply of 
cheap cows, the West could supply thefmarket 
of the world with the richest cheese ani finest 
flavored butter. The improvement of dairv 
stock, he said, was now the most important 
problem in the development of the dairy in- 
terest. He who could bring two pounds of 
butter or beef, or two quarts of milk, out of the 
same blade of grass which had before produced 
only one, was a creative benefacuion. This he 
did who replaced a c mon cow by an Alderney 
or Holstein. It required from thirteen 9 forty- 
four pounds of common cow’s«milk make 
two pounds of butter. Good Alderney cows com- 
mony yielded a pouud of butter from 
thirteen to sixteen pounds of milk. 
A Holstein frequently produced a daily 
average of forty to fifty pounds of mix. These 
cows required no more food or care than the 
scrub cow aes Yielded sixteen pounds of poor, 
watery milk. Experience proved that judicious 
croseing of these best strains of dairy stock de-, 
veloped and increased the best qualities of both 
families. This subject opened a wide field for 
experiment and practical usefulness. The 109,- 
000.000 head of live stock in this country was a 
half-developed mine of national wealth. The 
ownership of the soi) placed this and all other 

cultural industries of the United States 
above those of any otLer country. In public 
affairs be thought the interests ot the agricult- 
uralj class were too little recognized. This 
recognition would never come till the farmers 
resolutely demanded it and stood by the claim.

Immediately after a creditors’ bill was filed 
against,the firm and Levi. Rosenfeld, based on 
this judgment and asking kor the appointment 
ofa iver. The compiainants set out that 
they obtained jadgment by Confession, as above 
stated, and that an execution was issued and 
delivered to the Sheriff, who Semendes of the 
members of the firhh money or property to 


satisfy the writ. They failed to comply with 


the demand, and the Sheriff, being unable to 
find au property on which to levy, returned 
the writ unsatisfied. The complainants then go 
on to state that Stettauer Bros. & Co. have been 
evgaged in a very extensive mercantile 
business bere for several years, and have estab- 
lished an extended credit. Levi Rosenfeld and 
his wife, the father-in-law and mother-in-law of 
one. of the members of the firm, and worth a 
cool million apiece, were reported to be in- 
terested fipgancially in the firm, and this not un- 
naturally tended to create confidence. Before 
January last, however the firm had pecomp u- 
solvent, and were only Able to continue their 
business by reason of thetr previous good credit 
and their relations to the eufelds. During 
the early part of the present vear for several 
months the firm and the iedividual members 
of it were engaged in grain speculations 
on the Board of Trade, and in wmining- 
stocks and other interests in Colorado. 
‘hese speculations were disastrous, and resulted 
in a loss of about $400,000, which reduced the 
assets of the firm to more than $500,000 below 
the amount of the debts. With such financial 
assistance, however, as they would receive from 
Rosenfeld the firm were enabled to continue 
busipess until about the Ist of Juiv. 1879, when 
they found they could not conceal their in- 
solvency any longer. They were then ow 
Rosenfeld $65,000, to his wife €118,000, and to 
other relations about $200,000, and Charles and 
David Stettauer also owed tneir brother Abram, 
then living in Europe, about $136,000, for whicb, 
however, the firm was not liable.

AMUSEMENTS. 


THE LAY OF THE BELL. 

The Beethoven Society made its first appear- 
ance of the season, under the direction o1 Carl 
Wolfsohn, last evening at the Central Music- 
Hall, and at the same time celebrated the anni- 
versary of Beetboven’s birthday. ha vit selected 
for the occasion Max Bruch's latest work, the 
cantata, “The Lay of the Bell,” set to Schiller’s 
poem. The work was given witb fall chorus 
and orobestra, the soprano solos being taken by 
Mist Jennie Dutton, the contraito by Mrs. O. K. 
Johnson, the tenor by Mr. Charles A. Knorr, 
and the bass by Mr. Ivan Marowski. All the 
requirements called for by the work were com- 
plete, with the exception of the organ parts. 
The audience was a very large and brilliant one, 
the musical element of the city being specially 
well represented. 

A detailed analysis of the cantata we reserve 


for avother occasion; but We may say 
in passing that the general cast of 
the work is sombre afid heavy, and 


the recitative, which is very profuse, 
especially in the base parts, is monotonous, but 
the instrumentation is very graphic and rich in 
color and purely in che modern style, and at 
times, as in the Fire Chorus, wonderfully de- 


ecriptive aud realistic. It is quite well «sown 
now that the cantata bas not been a success in 
Europe, and we doubt whether it will be popu- 
lar here, owing to its beaviness, and in some 
passages, where the text bas no musical sug- 
gestion, its mere noisiness and monotonous 
scoring, which might be employed for any other 
words as well as to those to which itis set. In 
the merely descriptive portions that relate to 
the casting of the bell, this is peculiarly true, 
but io the episodes of the poem that relate to 
birth, marriage, and death, and are simply 
emotional, the composer bas treated them 
with great beauty and power. 

The chorus turoed out in full ranks, was ad- 
mirably balanced, very prompt iu its attack, and 
expressive ip its singing. ‘here seems to be 
something inspiring in the pew ball, for, aa in 
the case of the Apollo Club, we have never 
heard the Beethoven Society do better work, 
especially in light and shade. ‘The fortissimos, 
especially lu the Fire Chorus, were given 
with fine effect and volume, and it was very 
rare that the singers did not respond intelli- 
gently and promptly to the conductor's sig uals. 
The soloists did their work very creaitablyv, 
especially Mr. Knorr and Mrs. Johnson. ‘The 
latter had little to do, but it was always done 
well, and ber beautiful and touching delivery 
of the recitative, Burnt and Bare Stands the 
Homestead,” deserved the warm enthusiasm 
which greeted it. Miss Dutton’s singing was 
very clear and bright, but it was not alwave in 
tune, and Mr. Morowski would have been much 
more effective had his voice bad the tone and 
resonabce necessary to the heavy music allotted 
to it. On the whole, however, the Society did 
admirable work and is entitled. to great credit. 


HAM LIN’S. 

„Queen's Evidence is the title of a society 
melodrama now running to large audiences at 
this theatre. The play is laid in England, is 
well constructed, and the plot is an interesting 
one, illustrating the truth that vengeance is 
the Lora’s. There are many thrilling situations, 
many pathetic scenes, the characters are fairly- 
well contrasted and acceptably rendered by the 
company.

1. A communication from D. C. Cregier. Oity 
Engineer, inquiring as to the respective rights of 
the city and railway companies on Stewart avenue, 
date Nov. 29, 1879. 

The only railway company having a right-of- 
way on Stewart avenue u the Pittsburg, Fort 
Wayne & Chicago Railroad, a right-of-way havin 
been granted to said Co y by ordinance passe 
Aug. 22, 1864. The city’s control over the street 
for ali municipal purposes, subject to the rignt- 
of-way of the Company, remains unimpaired 
by the grant. The ordinance granting right-of- 
way, etc., to the Chicago & Western jana Rail- 
road Company was passe Sept. 8, 1879, and 
grants no right-of-way whatever to said Company 
on Stewart avenue. 

2. Communication from City Engineer of date 
Nov. 29, 1879, inquiring as to the width of the 
channel of the Cnicago River to be kept open or 
dredged by the city, and also the distance, if any, 
from dock line, to be dre by private parties. 

There is no law or ordinance requ any 
dredging to be done by dock-owners.

OBITUARY. 
DR. JAMES B. GOULD. 

The many friendsin this city of Dr. James 
B. Gould, for years resident physician in Rome, 
Italy, will be pained to learn of his sudden 
death at the house of bis friend, Dr. Agnew, in 
New York City, Monday morning. Dr. Gouid 
and bis wife established a very successful school 
at Rome many years ago. In this they had the 
support and cordial sympathy of the entire 
Protestant world. Their Christian home 


was a sort of religious exchange, where 
tourists from all parts of Christendom received 
a cordial welcome, and where they gathered 
most valuable information in regard to the facts 
and the wonders of the Eternal City. Dr. 
Gould was also a learned and very successful 
physician, and hada large practice, especially 
among Americans.

The New York Churchman, of a recent date 
has the following in memory of Robert Dickey, 
son of Judge Hugh T. Dickey, of Chicago: 

The death of Robert Dickey, which took place 
on Sunday, Oct. 12, at Morristown, N. J., bas 
filled many hearts with profound sorrow. Born 
in Chicago, Oct. 29, 1851, he was graduated with 
honor at Harvard College in 1873; entered the 
law school of Columbia College, and was 
mitted to the Bar, both in New York and III 
nois. Young, gifted, and highiy educated, be 
preferred diligent labor in the profession which 
he had chosen to a life of luxurious ease. He was 
ambitious, but it was for a nobie distinction. 
With that clearness of intellect which begets prac- 
tical wisdom, with that manliness and uprightness 
of mind, he seemed peculiarly qualified to at- 
tain eminence in bis prufession and to accom- 
plish much good in the world. He was greatly 
beloved; bis fellow-students honored him as 
ope who could not be turned from the right 
course. He was the pride and delight of a 
large circie of relatives, whom he won by his 

unfailing courtesy, bis quiet good sense, and 
his singular purity of character. In bis early 
manbood he was called to the surrender of his 
own will,—to the discipline of a long illness. 
Serene, uncomplaining, and patient, he endured 
the trial,—looked death in the face without a 
murmur. For many years an earnest commun 
cant of the Church, the summons to de had 
no terrors.

THE PACKING-HOUSES. 
THREATENED WAR BETWEEN UNION AND NON- 
UNION MEN, 

A trip among the offices of the packers yes- 
terday resulted in learning that there was noth- 
ing new at the Stock-Yards; no more men had 
been laid off, and no trouble had occurred. The 
employers had apparently not made up their 
minds what, they were going to do; at least 
were unwilling to express themselves on the 
subject. The large packers, however, said that 
they would not bejdictated to by their employes; 
that it they could not run their establishments in 
theirown way, they would move away from 
Chicago. They would not accede to the de- 
mands of the Union that only its members be 
given work, for ifethey did the Union would 


next say how much i should 
stitute a day’s work. The present 
move of the men seems to be regarded 
asastep toward getting ten hours’ pay for 
eight hours“ work. The“ order of the Union 
does not go into effect until 5 p. m. to-day, and 
it ig expected that the packers will have a meet- 
jug in the meantime and decide upon a uniform 
pony If there is to be a strike, now is said to 
the best time for the employers, since hogs 
are high, and none of the packers are particu- 
larly anxious to continue work, preferring 
rather to close up their places. It is under- 
stood that the Union proposes to stick to its 
decree, the object being to force all outsiders 
into its ranks,soas to make it as strong as 
possible, with a view to insure success in what- 
ever may be determined on in the future. 

A Tamer reporter who visited the Stock- 
Yards ascertiined that the packers were buying 
very few hogs, and prices ranged 10 to 20 cents 
lower than the day before. Some of the packers 
stated thatif the program of the Union men 
should be carried, they will advise the non- Union 
men to join the Union. Some sbrewd observers 
regard the whole thing as a little diversion, with 
which the, packers stund in, hoping thus to 
break the hog market, which is relatively higher 
than that for the product. There may be some 
truth in the surmise. 


PRINCE ALBERT JONES. 


THE COLORED PEOPLE WANT A NEW TRIAL 
FOR HIM. 


A mass-meeting of colored citizens was held 
at the Quinn Chapel on Fourth avenue yester- 
day evening, for the purpose of taking action 
on behalf, of Prince Albert Jones, who is at 
present under sentence of fifteen years in the 
Penitentiary for killing bis brother James. 


The meeting was called to order by Mr. Will- 
iam Baker, who said that the call of the meet- 
ing was madefor the purpose of considering 
whether there should not be a new trial in the 
case of Prince Albert Jones. They did not want 
a new trial because the State’s Attorney bad not 
done his duty, or the Judge or the jury bad 
not done his. No; but because the membersfof 
the meeting would decide to do theirs. What 
they wanted to do was to start a movement 
among the colored people to decide whether 
they would not get up a petition for a new trial. 

Mr. Wickley was called to the chair. He said 
that the meeting would have to consider what 
was best to be done in order to secure a new 
trial for Prince Albert Jones. 

Mr. W. R. Johuson was appointed Secretary 
of the meeting. 

Maj. Scott produced a petition which had 
been prepared for signature by the colored 
citizens, as follows: 

The colored citizens of the City of Chicago, 
mass-meeting assembled. do hereby petition his 
Honor, Judge M. FY Taley, to grant, in view of 
equity and justice, & new trial to Prince Albert 
Jones. Respectfully, 

At the sametime he urged that the meeting 
had not better be in too great a hurry in accept- 
ing the petition as read, lest its form might be 
offensive to the Bench and might prejudice 
their case. 

The petition was accepted, and a motion was 
offered that it be referred for any amendment 
. hich might be advisable to John Lyle 

ing. 

On motion, it was resolved that speeches should 
be limited to ten minutes’ duration. 

Mr. R. M. Mitchell urged, in a few eloquent 
remarks, that Prince Albert Jones had acted 
only in self-defense. He believed that the testi- 
mony upon which he had been convicted was 
perjured, and that it would only be just for the 
Court to grant him a new trial. 

On motion, it was resolved to extend the time 
of each speech to twenty minutes. 

Mr. Paul Jones spoke from honest conviction 
when he said that Prince Albert Jones acted in 
self-defense when he slew his brother James. 
The colored man had some rights, and they 
should be respected. Onan occasion like this 
they had a perfect fight to goto the Courts, 
and they would go. He paid a tribute to the 
excellent qualities of the defendant as a son, 
which were much better marked than in the 
majority of young men of the present day. 
He criticised the conduct of the prosecution as 
being unfair, especially in the matter of the 
evidence brought to prove the character of the 
wituesses against the prisoner, the witnesses 
coming from Calumet and Prairie avenues, in- 
stead of from among the people with whom 
they associated. 

Mr. William Baker made a stirring address, in 
which he criticised severely the witnesses who 
testified against Prince Albert. He dwelt at 
length on the question of whether the hole Ip 
the coat which 4 — to convict Prince Albert 
dad not been done with a knife instead of a bul- 
let, and stated that an expert was to be em- 
ployed, whose evidence, if it settled that a knife 
was employed, would make Prince Albert a free 
man. 

The following petition was, on motion, sub- 
stituted for that already before the meeting: 

We, the colored citizens of the City of Chica- 
go. do present this our humble petition to his 

onor Judge M. F. Tuley in the behalf of Prince 
Albert Jones, who has since been sentenced to 
fifteen years’ confinement in the State’s Prison, 
praying that his Honor will grant said Prince Al- 

rt Jones a new trial, because your humbie peti- 
tioners believe that improper testimony has been 
the cause of his conviction; and said pewutioners 
believe if his Honor will grant said Prince Albert 
Jones a new trial great good will result from it, 
and justice will be honorably vindicated. 

On motion, a committee of five, consisting of 
Messrs. R. M. Mitchell, Maj. S. W. Seott, R. M. 
Hancock, Paul Joves, and J. W. E. 1 bomas, 
were appointed to present the petition to the 
Criminal Court. 

After speeches by J. Q. Grant and others, the 
meeting adjourned.

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THE SALOONS. 


Mayor Harrison Will Bow to the 
Council's Will, 


And Will Strictly Enforce the Twelve 
O'Clock Ordinance. 


A Tun reporter called yesterday at the 
office of the Mayor in order to learn what de 
thought of the action of the Council the night 
previous fn rejecting his ordinance licensing all- 
night saloons*by a vote of 25 to 8, and aleo the 
measures which he intended to take in conse- 
quence, and more especially whether he would 
enforce the 12 o’clock closing law now that the 
one embodying his pet views bad met with an 
untimely fate. His Honor placed himself at the 
disposal of the interviewer, who, by way 
opening, asked bim: 0 

„Were you not somewhat surprised, Mr. 
Harrison, at the action of the Council last 
night!“ 

First of all, let me state that the most re- 
markable thing i have noticed in connection 
with the ordinance fs the remarkable flop of Tu 
TRIBUNE in regard to it. When I sent in my 
message Tne IAU editorially commended 
it; but, as I am not responsible for Tun Tan- 
UNB’s opinions, I leave that to its readers.“ 

‘* What do you think of the Cguncil’s flop?” 

“) THINK THE COUNCIL MADE A MISTAKE. 

I think the passage of that ordinance would 
have probably opened from fifty to one hundred 
saloons at the outside throughout the city. 
Some men who have looked into the question 
have said that the license would not bave 
been taken out by fifty saloon-keepers. 
Such as would have done so, would have 
been open, and their doors not barred against 
policemen. The people who would desire to 
take a drink would bave gone to the open sa- 
loons in preference to stepping into the back 
door of those not licensed. Thé result would 
have been that unlicensed saloons would not 
hare had business enough to pay for thé gas 
they would burn in their back rooms, and, con- 
sequently, would have closed in fact as well as 
in name. 

„The police baving ingress into the saloons 
would have deen enabled to keep up 4 proper 
surveillance over them and their inmates. As 
ic is now, many saloonsdraw down their blinds 
and close their front doors, and permit persons 
to come in at the back door on making a familiar 
knock. Riotous young men get in through 
the back door and drink, beat their 
blood, and then issue oftentimes to commit 
crimes. The back door of these saloons is 
closed to the policeman. He sees meu go in 
there; he attempts to follow; admission is de- 
nied him, and he nas no right to enter and see 
what villainies are being concocted or to arrest 
a suspected party in them without being forti- 
fied with a warrant. The result is that we bave 
a great many saioons nominally closed but sur- 
reptitiously open. Some of these are nothing’ 
more than ‘‘ fenges,”” but the proof of it 1 am 
unable to get because my policemen are shut 


out from them from midnight till 5 o’clock a. 


m. If a few all-night saloong are licensed these 
saloons would get the patronfige of those who 
wish to patronize saloons, and there would 
therefore be no excuse for any but disreputable 
characters te seek the back door of other 
saloons. It would make the back-door 
system unprofitable, and would enable 
a policeman, whenever he should happen tosee 
persons going into saloous by the back door, to 
make up his mind that such persons were going 
in not for the purpose of getting a drink, but 
for a worse purpose. 

“IT would rather for the safety of the city 
that all saloons which do keep open should be 
widely open in the front door, and, therefore, 
would really prefer that the 12 0’clock ordinance 
sbould be repealed forev@r, then a comparatively 
few would find it profitable to keep open all 
night; the vast majority of saloons would close 
at midnight, but then those who did keep open 
would have no right to refuse entrauce toa 
policeman; and, therefore, such as should keep 
open would be under proper surveillance. 

I wish to state here that I consider my busi- 
ness to protect through the police the Hyves and 
property of people, and 

NOT TO REFORM THEIR MORALS, 


My action in this matter is purely in the interest 
of safety, without any reference whatever to the 
great moral question of temperance. That 
question I leave to the pulpit, the lyceum, the 
school-house, and the fireside. 1 do not con- 
sider it the business of a Mayor of Chicago so 
do this or that in the supposed interest of 
morality. While 1 would like to encourage and 
inculcate morality in every sbape and to dis- 
courage immorality, yet Icannot consider my- 
sel? placed bere for that specific duty. 

„Now. the fact is, that the opposition on the 
part of some saloons to tne all-night nce 
arises from the hope that they will bea e1 
to keep open after 12 o’clock as long as they 
find it profitable and to be freed from an addi- 
tional license expense. A certain Alderman who 
voted against my ordinance—my suggestion— 
not many weeks ago came to me wishing me to 
haye a policeman lt with because he inter- 
fefed with one of his constituents, a saloon- 
keeper, about the bour ot 1 . m. But as the 
Council have now acted by a two-thirds majori- 
ty in opposition to the issuing of all-night 
licenses, the Councilmen being supposed to be 
nearer the people than the Mayor, I tnerefore 
interpret their action last night as a desire on 
the part of the people that 
THB 12 O’CLOGK ORDINANCE SHOULD BE N- 

IDLY BNFORCED. 

And so interpreting the will of the ple, as 
expressed by the Council, I shall do all I can to 
strictly enforce the 12 o’clock ordinance, and 1 
am determined if a saloonkeeper keeps open 
willfully after 12 o’clock to revoke his license, 
and no Aldermagic or other influence can have 
the slightest effect upon me for a reinstation.”’ 

„What do you mean by wülful!“ 

„mean by that that, should a saloonkeeper 
fail accidentally to close Bis saloon, or fail to 
close it from inadvertenee, or should 12 o’clock 
come and a storm de raging, and he simply 
closes his bar but protects the inmates from the 
storm until it ceases, I should not consider that 
a willful violation of the ordinance, I flud that 
both of the Aldermen from the First, Second, 
Third, Fourth, Fifth, Sixth, Ninth, Eleventh, 
Twelfth, Thirteenth, Fourteenth, and Sixteenth 
Wards voted against the all- nicht ordfbanee. 
Some of them said that the saloonkecpers in 
their wards did not want it. I sball take these 
Aldermen at their word. I sball close the 
saloons if it is in my vower to do 
80. If any saloonkeeper violates the 
ordinance by keeping oven after 12 o’clock in 
these wards, I shall revoke his license, and shall 
not to such person reinstate the license during 
my term. I have learned that the Germans, to 
a considerable extent, objected to my enforcing 
the ordinance; that they thought I ought to 
discriminate between the respectable saloon- 
keepers and the bad saloonkeepers, and that | 
ought not to close a saloon at 12 o’clock when 
ooly respectable peuple are its inmates or hab- 
itues. 

It is wholly out of my power to make such 
discrimination. I have not the time personally 
to examine into the respectability of saloons, 
and in a question of this sort [ could not dele- 
gate to another the right to examine ioto their 
character, for in that event somebody would be 
performing my functions in my name. I am 
forced to enforce the ordinance without favor 
to individuals. I find all German members ex- 
cept one of the Council opposed the all-night 
ordinance. I interpret that to be 

THE WILL OF THE GERMAN CITIZENS 

If, therefore’ the enforcement of the 12 
o’clock ordinance affects injuriously individuals, 
it is not I, but the Council, woo are responsible 
for the enforcement. I mean by that that it is 
my duty to enforce any ordinance, but I have 
given the Council an opportunity to make such 
an ordinance as they thought the people wished. 
They have shown by their vote that they want 
the 12 o’clock ordinance enforced. I shail do it 
as far as in my power lies.“ 

% Havevyyou given the Superintendent of Po- 
lice any instructions to that effect“ 

„Mr. O'Donnell and I will act in perfect 
harmony, and he will carry out my wishes. 
When it shall commence, and how it shall be 
done, is our own matter.

It owed nothing to education, for in 
reality he was ignorant, reading but little, and 
that hurriediy. But he quickly seized upon the 
little be learned, and his imagination developed 
it so extensively that he might easily have 
passed for a well-educated map. 

His intellectual capacity seemed to be vast, 
from the number of subjects he could take in 
and classify without fatigue. With him one 
idea gave birth to a thousand, and a word 
would lift his conversation into elevated 
of fancy, in which exact logic did not indeed 
Keep him company, but m which his intellect 
never failed to shine. 

It was always a great pleasure to me to hear 
him talk, or, rather, to hear him hold forth, for 
his conversation was composed generally of 
long monologs; not that he objected to re- 
plies when be was in a good humor, but, for 
many reasons, it was not always easy to answer 
him.

He presently began to criti- 
cise his wife’s dress, and also mine, giving us his 
opinion on every detail of our costume. He 
seemed to be in the best possible humor. I re- 
marked this, and said to him that, — b 
appearances, the letters the Ambassadors woul 
bave to write, after the approaching audience, 
would breathe nothing but peace and concord. 
Bonaparte laughed, and went on playing with 
his little nephew. 

A STORM OUT.OF THE BLUE SKY. 

„By and by he was told that the company had 
arrived.

During the hient of the excitement caused by 
the execution of the Duc D'Eugdien, Mme. de 
Remusat, dining at the palace, heard from the 
lips of the Emperora most remarkable mono- 
log, nominally addressed to M. de Fontanes, 
but intended for a roomful of persons. 

The mention of eertam names which belong 
to history gave him an opportunity of bringing 
out his opinion of some of our Kings and great 
military commanders. I remarked on this even- 
ing that he dwelt on dethronements of every 
kind, both actual and such as are effected by a 
change of mind. He lauded Chariemagne, but 
mainiained that France had always been en de- 
cadence under the Valois. He depreciated the 
greatness of Henry IV. “He was wanting,” 
said he. in gravity, Good-vature is an affec- 
tation which a sovereign ought to avoid.

Is it to remind those who sur- 
round bim that be is a man like any other?

NAPOLEON’S MISTRESSES. 

Domestic life at the chateau was all peace, 
when suddenly the First Consul's taking a fancy 
to a young and beautiful actress, of the Thestre 
Francais, threw Mme. Bonaparte into great dis- 
tress, and gave rise to bitter quarrels. 

Two remarkable actreases (Miles. Duchesnois 
and Georges) had made their debut in tragedy 
almost at the same time. The one was very 
plain, but ber genius speedily gained popu- 
larity; the other was pot so talented, but was 
extremely beautiful. The Parisian public sided 
warmly with one or the other, but in general 
the success of talent was greater than that of 
beauty. Bonaparte, oh the contrary, was 
charmed by the latter; and Mme. Bovaparte 
soon learned, through the spying of her 
servants, that Mile. Georges had on several 
occasions been introduced into a little back 
room in the chateau. This discovery caused 
ber extreme distress; she told me of it with 
great emotion, and sbed more tears than | 
thought such a temporary affair called for. I 
represented to ber that gentleness and patience 
were the only remedies fora grief which time 
would certainly cure; and it was during the 
conversations we had on this subject that sbe 
gave me a notion of ber husband which 1 would 
not otherwise have formed. According to her 
account, he had 

_ WO MORAL PRINCIPLES WHATEVER, 
and only concealed his vicious incligations at 
that time because be fearea they might harm 
him; but when he could give bimself up to them 
without any risk, be would abandon bimself to 
the most shameful passions. Had he not se- 
duced his own sisters, one after the other? Did 
he not hold that his position entitled him to grati- 
fy all his inclinations? And, besides, his broth- 
ers were practicing on his weakness to induce 
bim to relinquish all relations with bia wife. As 
the result ot their schemes she foresaw the much- 
dreaded divorce, which had already been mooted. 
It is a great misfortune for me,“ she added, 
that 1 bave not borne a son to Bonaparte. 
That gives their hatred a weapon which they 
can always use against me.“ But, madame,“

adopt him.“ Alas!“ she replied, ‘‘ that is the 
object of my dearest wishes; but ee ae 
and sullen disposition of Louis Bon leads 
him to oppose it. His family have maliciously 
repeated to him the insulting rumors concerp- 
ing my daughter’s conduct and the paternity of 
ber son. Slander has declared the child to be 
Bonaparte’s, and that is sufficient to make Louis 
refuse his consen“ to the adoption. You see 
how ne keebs away from us, aud now my 
daughter is obliged to be on her guard in every- 
thing. Moreover, independently of the good 
reasons I have for not enduring Bonaparte’s in- 
fidelities, they alwars mean that I shall have a 
thousand other apnoyances to submit to. 

This was quite true. I observed that from 
the moment the First Consul paid attention to 
another woman—whether it was that his despotic 
temper led him to expect thai his wife should 
approve this indication of bis absolute independ- 
ence in all things, or whether Nature bad be- 
stowed upon him so limited a faculty of loving 
that it was all absorbed by the person preferred 
at the time, and that be had nota particle of 
feeling left to bestow upon another—he became 
harsh, violent, and pitiless to his wife.

Bonaparte was in the habit of occupving the 
same room with his wife; she had cleverly per- 
suaded him that doing so tended to insure his 
personal safety. I told him,” she said, that 
as I was a Very ligbt sleeper, if any nocturnal 
attempt againet him was made I should be 
there to call for help in a moment.“ in the 
evening she never retired until Bonaparte had 
gone to bed.

SCANDAL ABOUT MME. REMUSAT. 


Mme. Remusat berself was not free from the 
taint of scandal. She visited her husband at 
court, and, in tne innocence of her heart, thought 
nothing of having conversations with Napoleoa 
on literary and art topics. In conversations of 
this kind the time I spent at Boulogne with the 
First Consul was passed, and it was at the 
close of my sojourn there that I underwent the 
first experience that inspired me with mistrust 
of persons among whom I was obliged to live 
at court. The officers of the household could 
not believe that a womah might remain for 
bours together with their master, simply talk- 
ing with him on matters of general interest, 
and they drew conclusions which were injuri- 
ous to my character. I may now venture tosay 
that the purity of my mind and my life-long at- 
tachment to my husband prevented my even 
conceiving the possibility of such a suspicion as 
that which was formed in the Consul’s ante- 
chamber while I was conversing with him in bis 
salon. When Bonaparte returned to Paris, bis 
Aides-de-Camp talked about my loug inter- 
views with him, and Mme. Bonaparte took 
fright at their stories; so that when, after a 
month’s stay at Pont de Briques, my husband 
was sufficiently recovered to the journey, 
and we returned to Paris, my jealous patroness 
received me coldly. 

Josepbine afterward acknowledged that she 
reproached Napoleon about Mme. de Remusat, 
and he had evidently amused bimseif by leaving 
her in doubt. 

ROUGE AND TEARS, 


Just before the shooting of the Due d’Eng- 
hien, Mme. de usat, who had unsuccess- 
fully interceded for him, dined at the palace. 

Again Bonaparte was playing chess; be had 
taken afancy to that game. Immediately on 
perceiving me be called me to bim, saying that 
be wanted to consult me. I was not able to 
speak. He addressed meinatone of kindness 
and interest, which increased my confusion and 
distress. When dinger was served, be placed 
me near himself, and asked me a number of 
questions about the affairs of my family. He 
seemed bent on bewildering me and bindering 
me from thinking. Little Napoleon (the son of 
Louis and Hortense) bad deen brought down 
from Paris; and his uncle placed the child in the 
middle of the table, and seemed much amused 
when he pulled the disbes about and upset ey- 
erything within his reach. 

After dinner he sat on the floor, playing with 
the doy, and apparentiy in very high spirits, 
but, it seemed to me, assumed. Mme. na- 
parte, who was afraid that he would have been 
angry at what she had told him about me, 
looked from bim to me, smiling sweetly, as if 
she weuld have said, **You see, he is not so 
bad, after all; we may make our minds easy.” 

I hardly knew where I was. 1 felt as though 
I were dreaming a bad dream: no doubt I 
looked bewildered. Suddenly, fixing a piercing 
gaze upon me, Bonaparte said. Why have you 
no rouge on! You are too pale.” I answered 
that 1 had forgotten to put on any. What!” 
said ho, a woman forget to put on ber rouge!“ 
And then, witha a laugh, be turned to his 
wife, and added, That would never happen to 
you, dosebhine!“ I was greatly disconcerted, 
and he completed my discomfiture by remark- 
ing Ivo things are very becoming to women, 
—rouge and tears. 


JOSEPHINE AND HORTENSE. 


In 1879 chance placed Mme. Josephine de 
Beaubarnais and Mme. de Remusat In a little 
village on the outskirts of Paris. where, like 
ber,“ writes the latter, who vas at that time a 
little girl, ** we were passing the summer. Our 
near neighborhood led to some intimacy. I 
remember that Hortense, who was three or four 
years younger than I, used to visit me in my 
room, and while amusing herself by examining 
wy little trinkets she would tell me that all ber 
ambition in the future was to be the/owner of a 
similar treasure. Unhappy woman! She has 
since been laden with gold and diamonds, and 
how bas she not groaned under the crushing 
weight of the royal diadem?”’ 

I do not know under what circumstances Jo- 
sephine became acquainted with certain 
deputies of the Convention, but she had some 
influence with them; and, as she was kind- 
hearted and obliging, she used it to do as much 
good to as many people as possible. From that 
time her reputation for good conduct was very 
much damaged; but her kindness, her grace, and 
the hea x, of her manners could not be dis- 
puted. 


Being a friend of the beautiful Mme. Tallien, 
she was introduced into the society of the 
Directory, and was especially favored by Barras. 


+ JOSEPHINE’S BEAUTY AND TASTR. 


Josephine at that time had very little fortune 
and der taste for dress and luxur rendered 
her devendent on those who could help her to 
indulge it.“ 

‘** Without being precisely pretty,“ saves Mme. 
de Remusat, ‘‘she pos many persona: 
charms. Her features were delicate, her ex- 
pression was sweet, her mouth was very small 
and concealed ber bad teeth, her complexion 
was rather dark, but with the help of red and 
white skillfully applied she refhedied that 
defect; her figure was perfect, her limbs were 
flexible and delicate, her movements were ¢asy 
and elegant. La Fontaine’s line could never 
have been more fitly applied than to ber: 

Et la grace, plus belle encore que la beaute. 

“She dressed with perfect taste, enhancing 
the beauty of what she wore; and with these 
ad vautages and the constant care bestowed upon 
her attire, she contrived to avoid being eclipsed 
by the youth and beauty of many of the women 
by whom she was surrounded. To all this. as I 
have already said, she added extreme kindness 
of heart, a remarkable even temper, and great 
readiness to forget any wrong that bad been 
done her. 

NER CHARACTER. 

“She was nota person of remarkable intel- 
lect. A Creole and frivolous, her education had 
been a good deal neglected ; but she recoguized 
ber deficiencies, and never made blunders in 
conversation. She possessed true natural tact; 
ehe readily found pleasant things to say; ber 
memory was good.—a useful quality for those 
in bigh position. Unhapoily, she was deficient 
in depth of feeling aud elevation of mind. Sbe 
preferred to charm her husband by her beauty 
rather than by the influence of certain virtues. 
She carried complaisance tu excess for his sake, 
and kept her hold on him by concessions which, 
perhaps, contributed to increase the contempt 
with which he habitually regarded women. She 
might have taught bim some usefui lessons, but 
she feared him, and allowed bim to dictate to 
her in everything. She was changeable, easy to 
move, and easy to appease, incapable of pro- 
longed emotion, of sustained attention, of seri- 
ous reflection; and, althouen her greatness did 
not turn der bead, neither did it edu- 
cate ber. The bent of her character led 
ber to console the unhappy; but she could only 
dwell o e troubles of individuals.—sbe did 
not think ot the woes of France. The genius of 
Bonavarte overawed her; she only criticised 
him in what concerned berself personally; in 
everything else she respected what — the 
force of bis destiny.’ He exerted an evil influ- 
ence over ber, for he inspired ber with contemot 
for morality, and with a large share of his own 
charateristic suspicion; and he taught her the 
art of lying. which each of them practiced with 
skill and effec. 

THREE STRINGS TO HER BOW. 

“it is said that she was the price of his com- 
mand of the army of Italy; she bas often as- 
sured me that at that time Bonaparte was really 
in love with ber. She hesitated between him.

Dreadſully embarrassed, on worse 
terms than ever with her brother-in-law, supp! y- 
ing too much reason for their accusations against 
her, and no longer counting on the return of 
her husband, she was strongly tempted to give 
ber daughter in marriage to the son of Rewbell, 
a member of the Directory; but Mme. de Beau- 
barnais would not consent, and ber opposition 
put an end to a projéct whose execution would 
—— have been highly disgjeasing to Bona- 
Darte, 

A DRAMA OF JEALOUSY. 

While Napoleon was in Egypt he beard many 
strange tormenting stories concerning bis 
wife. He came back with his mind full of the 
evil reports that Lucien had repeated to him in 
his letters. His wife,“ writes Mme. Kemusat, 
on hearing of his disembarkation, set out to 
join him; she missed him, had to retrace her 
steps, and returned to the house inthe Rue 
Chantereine some hours after his arrival there. 
She descended from her carriage in haste, fol- 
lowed by her son and daughter, and ran up the 
stairs leading to his room; but what was her 
surprise to find the door locked. She called to 
Bonaparte, and begged him to open it. He replied 
through the door that it sould never again be 
opened for her. Then she wept, fell on her 
knees, implored him for ber sake and that of 
her two children; but all was profound silence 
around her, and several hours of the night 

assed over her in this dreadful suspense. At 
ast, however, moved by her sobs and her per- 
severance, Bonaparte opened the door at about 
4 o’clock in the morning, and appeared, as Mme. 
Bonaparte herself told me, with a stern counte- 
nance, which, however, betrayed that he, too, 
had-been weeping. He bitterly reproached ber 
with ber conduct, her forgetfulness of bim, all 
the real or imaginary sins of which Lucien had 
accused her, and concluded by announcing an 
eternal separation. ‘Then, turning to Eugene 
de Beauharuais, who was at that time about 20 
years old: “As for you,“ he said, you shall 
not bear the burden of your mother’s faults. 
You shall be always my son: I will keep you 
witb me.” 

No, no, General,” replied Eugene; I must 
share the ill-tortuoe of my mother, and trom 
this moment I say farewell to you.“ 


THE COMEDY OF RECONCILIATION. 


These words shook Bonaparte’s resolution. 
He opened bis arms to Eugene, weeving; bis 
wife and Hortense knelt at bis feet and em- 
braced his knees; and, soon after, all was for- 
given. Inthe explanation that ensued, Mme. 
Bonaparte succeeded in clearing herself from 
the accusations of her brother-in-law; and Bona- 

rte, then burning to avenge her, sent for 

ucien at 7 o’clock in the morning, and had 
him, witbout any forewarning, ushered into the 
room where the husband and wife, entirely 
reconciled, occupied the same bed. 


POOR HORTENSE! 


Mme. de Remusat is very decided in her ex- 
pressions of sympathy for and admiration of 
Hortense de Beauharnais, the unhappy wife of 
Louis Bonasarte. “ Her marriage,“ sne writes 
‘cast her on the mèerey of the most tyrannic 
of husbands.’”’ She became the resigned and de- 
jected victim of cvaseless and unremitting per- 
secution, and sank under the weight of ber sor- 
row. She yielded to it without daring to éom- 
plain, and it was not until she was on the point 
of death that the truth became known. I knew 
Mme. Louis Bonaparte very intimately, and was 
acquainted with ali the secrets of ber domestic 
life. I have always believed her to be the purest 
as she was the most unfortunate of women. 

Her only consolation was in her tender love 
for her brother. She rejoiced in his happiness, 
his success, bis amiable temper. How many 
times have I heard her say, I only live in Eu- 
gene’slife’”! ... 

THE SCANDAL AGAINST HORTENSE. 

Mme. Louis became pregnant very soon after 
her marriage. ‘lhe Bonapartes and Mme. Murat, 
who were displeased at this marriage,—because, 
as Joseph's children were girls, thev foresaw 
that a son of Louis, who would also be a grand- 
son of Mme. Bonaparte, would be the object of 
natural interest,—spread the outrageous report 
that this pregnancy was the result of an inti- 
macy between the First Consul and his step- 
daughter, with the connivance of Josephine 
herself. The public was quite readv to believe 
this scandalous falsehood, and Mme. Murat, 
repeated it to Louis, who, whether be believed 
it or not, made it a pretext for every kind 
of conjugal tyranny. The narrative of his 
cruelty to bis wife would lead me too far at 
present: I shall return to the subject hereafter. 
Her servants were employed as spies upon her; 
the most trifluy notes addressed to or written 
by her were opened; every friendship was pro- 
hibited; Louis was jealous even of Eugene. 
Scenes of violence were frequent: nothing was 
spared her. Bonaparte was not slow to perceive 
this state of affairs; but he was grateful to 
Mme. Louis for her silence, which put bim at 
his ease, and exempted him irom the necessity 
of interference. He, who never esteemed 
women, always professed positive veneration 
for Hortense, and the mauer in which he spoke 
of and acted toward ber is atormal contradic- 
tion of the accusations which were brought 
against her. In her presence his language was 
always careful and decent. He often appealed 
to her to erbitrate between his wife and him- 
self, and he took rebukes from her that he would 
not have listened to patiently from any onc else. 
„Hortense,“ he. said more than once, forces 
me to believe iu virtue.“ 

SHOOTING OF THE DUC D’BNGHIEN. 

Mme. de Remusat tells a sad tale of the Em- 
press Josepbine’s jealousy, and gives many 
thrilling stories of ber spleneid misery. The 
shooting of the Duc d@’Enghien, with its effect 
upon society, is graphically described. Mme. 
de Remusat, who was horrified by it, could 
hardiy bring herself to meet Napoleon after 
the dreadful event. 

Before dinner, both Mme. Bonaparte and ber 
daughter entreated me to command my counte- 
nance as much as possible. Ihe former told me 
that ber husband had asked her that morning 
what effect the deplorable news had produced 
upon me; and on her replying that 1 bad wept, 
he said, ** That is a matter of course; she mere- 
ly did what was to be expected of her as a woman. 
You don’t understand anything about our busi- 


see that I have not madeablunder.” .. , 
Bonaparte did not come into the drawing 
room at all; he went from his cabinet to the 
dinner table. He affected no high spirits that 
day; on the contrary, he remained during the 
whole time of dinner ina protound revery.

Certain 
preconceived ideas are attached to it: it would 
make me a kind of heir, and 1 will be the heir 
of no one. The title that I bearisagrander one: 
it is still somewhat vague and leaves room for 
the imagination. Here is a revolution broughi 
to an end, and, I flatter myself, not barshly. 
Would vou know why? Because no interests 
have been displaced, and many have been re- 
vived. That vanity of yours must always bave 
breathing-room; you would have been wearied 
to death with the dull sternness of a republican 

vernment. What caused the revolution! 

anity. What will end it? Vanity again. Liv- 
erty is a pretext; equality is your hobby, and 
here are the peop'e quite pleased with a King 
taken from the ranks of the soldiery. Men ke 
the Abbe Steyes.“ he added, laughing. may in- 
veigh against despotism, but my authority will 
alwars be popular. To-day I bave the people 
and the army on my side; and with these a man 
would be a great fool who could not reizn.”

NORTHWESTERN LANDS. 


Principles Applicable to Investments, Etc, 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Nrw York, Dec. 8.—In previous letters ques- 
tions relating to Iimber-Lands, Taxation, ana 
the Relation of Land Companies to Railroads, 
were discussed. In following the subject tur- 
ther, the business of managing lands, the great 
extent of the land market, and lands as invest- 
ments claim attention. 

The business of managing lands has assumed 
great proportions. ‘The system in vogze in the 
great majority of land- offices is a great improve- 
ment on that of ten vears ago. Thesum total 
of salable lands is rapidly diminishing. aud M- 
though mauy of the best lands are disposed o 
yet. according to an authority of no less weigh 
than Gov. Seymour, the poorest lands will ulti- 
mately bring a price equal to the sum paid for 
the best originally. While this is a sound 
principle, its verification requires skillful man- 
egement, especially on a falling land market, 
as was the case from 1873 to 1876. Since 1876 
the great increase in the land market 
has apparently affected this principle. Dakota 
and the Red River country have attracted many 
from Wisconsin and Minnesota. In Dakota 
Territory 1,700,000 acres were entered for the 
year ending July 1, 1878. This is the greatest 
entry on the United States records, excepting 
Kansas or 1876, which was 2,100,000. The at- 
traction for the far Northwest seems to be the 
desire on the part of small farmers to become 
great landed proprietors, and many in Northern 
Wisconsin threw their farms upon the market 
at a price sufliciently below their value to 
force their sale. Selling at $15 an acre 
they would reinvest in Dakota at 85 cents to 
$1.25 per acre, thereby exchang ing a hundred 
acres in Wisconsin for a thousand acres in 
Dakota. And what are the attractions which, 
magnet-like, draw peodle from comfortabie 
homes into a country were nine months are 


wintry, and the other three very late in the 
fall?’ It seems to be a desire to raise winter- 
wheat, which grows iuxuriantiy in Dakota, «and 
for which mere is a more constaut market than 
for apy other cereal. The visitor to 
farms like the Dalrymple establishment, 
with its 15,000 acres under cultivation, 
wonders at the boundless crops, rivaling 
the grain-fields of Calfornia. But the emigrant 
comes to these vast prairies where cavital is

for wood, greatly inereased in value by trans- 
portation, to build a house.

Then, in 
summer, there isa wearisome wind, which con- 
stantly blows over those vast and monotonous- 
ly-level prairies. All these are elements which, 
while they do not stand in the war of the ¢api- 
tatiet who returns to the city when he fas 
shipped his mammoth crops, may yet prevent 
the country becoming popular with the pioneer, 
As vet the public have not been invited to 
settle on the line of the Northern Pacific lands 
by avy very expensive advertis ug. ia compar- 
ison with the Kansas emigration schemes, 
owme to the fact that the choice 
lands have been so recently secured. The 
Atchison, Topka & Santa Fe, with its Central 
Eurovean agencies, is evidence of the necessity 
of bolstering up these prairie lands by artificial 
means. The roads of the Northwest have done 
comparatively little | ral 
wealth in the timber being inducement enough 
to attract immfkration, and the most 
servative cconomists of the day declare that

inducements to parties 
to enter certian localities hitherto uninhabited, 
and ere create the nucleus of a future set- 
tlement. It is a wise policy in such a case to 
donate lands to the first settlers, the principle 
being that the emigrant will not live in an un- 
inhabited, lonely country unless there be some 
extraordinary luducement, such as a donation 
of land. Again, railroads 2 the 
value of land in a new country. y are often 
induced to select routes by liberal donations of 
land and privileges. It is a wise policy, es- 
pecialiy when the lands are heavily timbered, 
and there are no streams to float away the logs, 
to secure the railroad at any cost. Moreover, 
landowners should bear in mind that th 
* Homestead law,” relieving as it does partie 
who purchase land of the State from taxation 
for a term of years, exerts a powerful intic- 
ence in favor of public as against private lands. 
It therefore follows when good lands adjoia 
such they bad better be reserved untii the 
‘* Homestead"? exemotion privileges expire; 
directly that competition ceases the tands will 
assume their normal value. A partial settie- 
ment, a railroad completed, present a new set 
of problems. The best policy, then, is to sell 
to those who have previously purchased, 
as their partially improved property is 
good security for their ne invest- 
ment. A sawmill with railroad facilities 
adjacent increases the value of the ncignboring 
timber, partly compensated for, however, by 
the dangers of fire and tres ass, which increase 
in proportion to the growth of the settlement. 
Prudent management of a settlement before it 
is selt-sustaining is indispensable for its future, 
which not unfrequently depends upon the Wis- 
dom of a single man, tue judicious expenditure 
of small sums for roads and other improve- 
ments. Co-operation with railroads and mauu- 
facturers then becomes vital to the success of 
settlement enterprises. Concessions shouid be 
made by private companies as we'l as the rail- 
roads to secure capital. ‘The former should at- 
tract it, the latter not discourage it by ex- 
orbitant rates in freichts. : 

Much has deen written in reference to West 
ern lands as investments, and references to the 
risks incident to them, growing out of iliega 
taxation, timder problems if ther are fores 
lands, the — mig, most Agencies. 
etc., have shown them to be very unsatis factory. 
But if the lands can be purchased in tracts suf. 
ficientiy large to warrant an Agency and the 
personal supervision of an expert on the spot 
they generally yield a handsome return. Scat 
tered lands are undesirable, because the salei 
which are regulated mainly on the price 
of adjoining lands are not easily at 
tainable, and speculators are constantly 
on the watch for odd sections, 
‘lhe taxes are likewise a troublesome element 
wheo the land is isolated, and much confusion 
arises from delays in payment or error in de- 
scription. In the purchase of Western linds no 
speculative clemert whatever shoaid enter, 
and, as a guard against this, the purchaser may 
value the lands he desires to pu.chase on the 
principle of the sales of adjoining lands; and 
while conceding that every piece of land sold 
increases the value of the residue, yet as this 
advantage is wholly prospective it ought not to 
be taken into account on any other basis. 
If a “forty” acre lot sells for $5 an 
acre, the land being improved and de- 
cupied, it naturally enhances the value 
of the adjoining forties, and the 
ow has a right to expect, and generally doea 
obtain a higher figure. On the principle of val- 
uation, however, the lands should be classifleJ, 
other things, like the quality of the soul, timber, 
etc., being equal, at a orice similar to that of the 
adjoining forties sold. This method of 
vaiuation is considered by many as severe; if it 
errs, it is in undervaluing rather than over eati- 
mating. Any error, therefore, is on the safs 
side. No little skill is required, after a large 
purchase of land has been made, in disposing ol 
tne absolutely worthless sandy lands and 
swamps, it being estimated that one acre ia 
every ten in the average grapts or large trace 
of land is not only poor but worthless for any 
purpose. As the do nut appreciate in value by 
their annual tax, it follows that every successive 
tax on them decreases the value of the wiwle 
tract, and in many cases were they allowed 
promptly to escheat their owners would be 
benefited in the end. The same princiole ab- 
plies to low grade lands, stationary in value. 
Ther had better be sold at auction seov after 
purchase to those who can make enough ont of 
them fer taxes. There are many lauds in the 
central counties of Wisconsin, purchased fifteen 
vears ago for $1.5) an acre, surrounded by 
much more expensive land, selling to-day 
for the same price, or a slight advance, to Ger- 
mans and Norwegians, who, by economic man- 
agement, squeeze a living out of them. Their 
owners have unwiselv borne the taxes all these 
years for the profit of a dollar an acre perhaps. 
Linds which possess inherent good qualities 
will keep,—they are demanded, and ulways at a 
price sufficient to leave the investor a tair mar- 
gin of profit. it is a poor policy, however. to 
debit this profit with the expenses of poor and 
worthless lands. 

The problems incident to landed estates are 
constantly changing; they are vot of sach a na- 
ture as when once acquired can be laid aside. 
This year it may bea ratiroad bond indebted- 
ness, affecting the value of the land throagh wwe 
tax; next, competition in ocighboring towns as 
to which shall be the regulator and standard of 
the prices of adjoining lack. Certain localities 
are chronicaliv affected with the desire for 
change. If “Westward ho” be their motto, 
and the fevér takes hold, the value of land 
weakens by ecveral dollars au acre. 

While prominence bas been given to the 
various departments df landed interests fo pro- 
portion as they illustrate the principles under- 
lying and governing the same, vet any intention 
of creating an imoression that carefully selected 
lands in large quautities, and well managed, are 
in any sense a precarious investment, is dis- 
claimed. The land market has been affected by 
the depression of the times and poor crops, 
and anticipations of high prices have been die 
appointed, but a large intriusic value is repre 
sented, aud the slight rise in prices during ‘he 
past two years is a favorable sign for the future,

THE JOLIET MOUND COMPANY. 

Judge Blodgett yesterday overruled the ob- 
jections to the Master’s report in the case of 
Martin ys.

It appeared { MGalsq 
that the arrangement with Ducat was made 
with the consent of the stockholders, who after- 
ward agreed to the amount the Master allowed. 
The objections were also overruled as to Pow- 
ers’ claim, and it was allowed for $300.

WISCONSIN SUPREME COURT. 
Svecial Dispatch to The Tridune. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Dec. 16.—Among the de- 
cisions rendered by the State Supreme Court at ( 
Madison to-day was one in the case of Charles 
Cuppel vs. The Chamber of Commerce of this 
city, on an appeal from the County Court of 
Milwaukee County. Cappel bad been sus- 
pended by a vote of the Chamber of Commerce

WOMEN WITH THE BALLOT. 


Exercising @ Limited Right of Suffrage in 
Massachusetts—Less than 1,000 Availing 
Themselves of the Privilege in Boston, 
and Those Mostly Middle-Aged Women. 

Dispatch to the New York Sun. 

Boston, Dec. 9.—The Legislature last winter 
enacted a statute giving to women the right to 
vote for members of School Committees, an 
office to which they were made eligible by an 
act three years before; and to-day, for the first 
time in the history of Boston, women presented 
themselves at the polls for the purpose 
of exercising their limited right of suffraga 
Not many availed themselves of the privilege. 
Only 939 presented themselves for registration, 
notwithstanding the fact that the number of 
males registered exceeded 50,000. In Ward One 
only seven women were registered, ana the high- 
est number on any list was 142, in Ward Twenty- 
one. Those who voted were mostly miijdle- 
aged women, there being only a few young 
ladies of any voting precinct. The elevating m- 
fluence of women at the polls, whichis one of 
the stock arguments of the woman-suffragists 
hereabout, was not realized in so marked a 
degree as to call for any especial commendation 
of the experiment on this account, al- 
though there was something of an 
avoidance of. profanity in the presence 
of the fair sex. Smoking was not prohibited in 
the voting places, and not afew of the new- 
born yoters hesitated to approach the ballot- 
boxes through the clouds which offended the 
nostril and obstructed the vision. It was no- 
ticeabie that those who smoked cigars gen- 
erally withdrew them from view upon the en- 
trance of the ladies, but those who used the 
more plebeian pipe smoked.right on. The look 
of disgust upon some of the faces of the fair 
ones expressed repentance of the experiment, | 
although those accosted upon the subject de- 
clared that they — it thoroughiv, and 
were glad to avail themselves of the 
privilege which they believed would open up 
the right of suffrage to all women. Few lin- 
gered at the polis, but one intelligent matron 
remained, long enough to congratulate the 
stronger sex upon at last having their eyes 
opened to the injustice of taxation without rep- 
resentation to avy class of “ citizens.” 

Ballot distributors were present in nearly all 
the wards, with the tickets specially prepared 
for the women voters, bat they were hardly 
needed, for in nearly every case the voter pro- 
duced from ber pocket or reticule the ballot 
which she had previouly selected or prepared. 
One young woman, evidently a school-teacher, 
took a baliot from the distributor, and proceed- 
ed to scan it with all the care of a prooi-reader, 
and, having discovered a typographical error, 
produced her pencil, and made the necessary 
correction before ye me the ballot in its 
place. Another was offered a straight ticket, 
which was declined, and, calling for pasters, 
prepared her own ballot, covering the names of 
the women thereon with those of the men of her 
choice, evidently believing that, although women 
were competent to vote, they were not qualified 
to hold office, or else that a mistake bad been 
made in not placing herself in nomination. 
Most of them came to the polls with an uncer- 
tain and modest manner, as though the busi- 
ness was strange and perplexing to them, while 
others marched up with an air so nonchalant as 
to give the impressican of having voted for 
every President from Washington down, or else 
of a most successful course of training for the 
event under an experienced coach. Nearly 
every woman came without escort aud departed 
without the company of gentlemen. One man 
came to the polls with his wife and daughter, 
and after selecting the proper ballot for him- 
self, gave a like ope to each of his companions, 
and they marched uo with their lord and master 
and deposited it with a far less independent air 
than those assumed who came in at the same 
time unattended, and who were not bulldozed, 
so tospeak. One woman seemed to demand 
the right of suffrage who had not complied with 
the statute lu regard to registration. She was told 
that her name was not on the list, and that, there- 
fore, she could not vote. She insisted that the 
law gave her the richt,. and made an attempt to 
deposit her ballot. She was hindered by the 
guarding of the box on the part of the Warden. 
Then she departed, but not without giving ut- 
terance to her opinion that woman suffrage in 
Massachusetts was a delusion and a snare. 

The large majority of those who registered 
came to the polls, showing that they were not 
too busy to vote. They were of an intelligent, 
though not generally of an aristocratic, class. 
They were vot largely of the strong-minded 
type which attend conventions and resolve an- 
nually upon revolutionizing the world, but of a 
far more retiring and reserved class. A large

A GIANT MOTOR. 


Eff -ctive Substitute for Seam Power—Im. 
pending R-volation in the Manuwer of Ru 
ning Machinery, 

New York Commercial Bulletin. 

Engineers, marine uoderwriters, and others 
to whose Knowledge the facts have come, ave 
deeply exercised by recent successes in the ap- 
plication of a giant motor. The power is, ob- 
tained from bisulphide of carbon, long known 
to practical chemists, but for a century vain et- 
forts have been made to utilize it in driving ma- 
chinery. Among other devices, giycerine was 
combined with the bisulphide with better re- 
sults, but complete success was not realized or 
claimed until a very recent date, when a power 
ful and quickiy generated vapor was obtained 
from a mixture of bisulphide of carbon and 


petroleum. 

In the patent taken out by Messrs. Williams, 
Smith & Milligan, of Pittsburg, Pa., April 1, 
1879, the power is described as an improve- 
ment in the motors for machtuery.“ The method 
of its operation is the transmission of th. 
chemical agents above described from the 
chamber of a condenser to the boiler of an 
ordinary non-condeusing steam-eugine. Th: 
boiler being filled with water heated to about 
200 degrees, a pressure as high as 200 pounds 
per square inen is rapidly developed from the 
vapor thus generated, und casiiy controlled. 
As more defioitiy described in the letter: 
patent, the ligot or volatile portion of the 
petroleum oii must de evaporated for tt 
purpose of separating the gasoline and benzo): 
from it prior to putting it in the boiler: wien 
apply the beat and charge the chamber of th 
condenser: wen open tne valve so that the b. 
sulphide will be forced by the oumo eradua!!, 
into the boiler; then, by contact with, th: 
previously heated petroleum oi! and water? ic is 
ra idivy vaporized, forming a force or pressur~ 
proportioned to the quantity injected an® wu. 
heat applied. 

A tremendous energy is thus made svailabic 
for purposes of navigation, for driv ng'iocome 
ve engives, and is equaliy appli able througcn 
the whole range of mechanical industries. Thx 
key to this success in generating power is found 
in the special adoption of petroleum to the ob 
ject of bringing the bisuiphide into control,—iu 
this respect comparabie to the success oi Morse 
in naruessing the lightoing.”’ Through this 
agency the bisulnhide is held; it aids in ita con- 
densation, and holds the sulpharof the bdisul- 
ohide in solution; it also deoderizes the bisul- 
phide. Thus the vapor does its workin the 
cylinder entirely pure. In the application oi 
this chemical mixture to the steam eugiue, no 
change of screw or bolt is required,—notbing 
more than the addition of a condenser ana pipes 
to connect he exhaust and the “escape.” 
The contents of the bouer are returned wituou 
waste in an unending circuit, the action of the 
bisulphide being in every respect the same as 
steam. 

A perfeetly uniform pressure can de pre- 
served, as itis governed by the pump alone; 
otherwise, on the amount of bisulphide inj®cted 
into the boiler, and pot by the beat of tne fur- 
nace. This system enables the engineer in any 
emergency to obtain instantly from 100 to 20u 
pounds pressure, or more if desired, without 
any alteration or chaoge of the fire. A locomo- 
tive engineer, fur example, when apvroacuing a 
heavy grade, has but to use bis pump iojection 
and hold nis power uatil the ascent is made. 

On elevated railways the pew motor could be 
employed with incalculable advantage, at once 
removing all the fire, smoke, and cinders, and 
no noise arises from the escave and exhaust. 
Merely s bolt of iron—just this and nothing 
more—heated inafurnace at the endof the 
route will produce all the heat needed to gen- 
erate power. Awain, the new agent is affirmed 
to be absolutely non-explostve; it acts on boil- 
ers as hydraulic pressure, and cannot be mad. 
toexplode. Bisulphide vaporizes at 110 de- 
grees, saying 75 per cent of fuel compared with 
steam on the same engine.

navigation, as fuel becomes a cemparatitely 
smali item of expense, cargo space is saved, ind 
steamers are relieved of the enormous weight 
of coal tonnage. On locomotives, too, the 
change introduced is almost as radical, as tend- 
ers will be abolishedy they will be no longer a 
necessary appendage.

A CALIFORNIA DUEL. 


How Lippineott Killed Tevis, at Downie- 
ville, in 1855. 
Calvin Mc Donaid in the Sacramento Record, 
Some time in 1855 there came to this State a 
female temperance lecturer, Miss Sarah Pellet, 
a friend of Lucy Stone Blackwell, Antoinette 


Brown, and that confederation of lady re- 


formers. She was youog, intelligeut, good 
looking, and pure, and will be kimdiy remem- 
bered by many who shall read this sketch. The 
writer of this was then conducting the Sierra 
Citizen, at Downieville, and Miss Pellet baving 
been scurrilousiy referred to by certain other 
papers, she there found defenders, came to 
Dowuleville, and we became fast friends. 
Through her exertions a large and flourishing 
division of the Sons of Temperance was there 
established, and all the respectable young men 
temporarily stopoed drinking and became 
enthusiastic advocates of total abstinence. 
A temperance Fourth of July celebration was 
projected, and we nominated our friend Miss 
Pellet to make the oration, and, notwithstand- 
ing a strong prejudice against women orators, 
succeeded in procuring her the coveted invita- 
tion. 

A short time before that Mr. Robert Tevis, a 
promising young lawyer, and a brother of 
Lloyd Tevis, of San Francisco, bad come there 
to run for Congress, joined the Temperance Vi- 
vision, and was anxious to make the speech, in 
order to present himself favorably to the pub- 


tic. He was hard to be put off, and was never 
reconciled to the disappointment, though, to 
oacify his opposition to the lady speaker, he 
was appointed to read the Declaration of Inde- 
sendevee, with the privilege of making some re- 
marks oo the illustrious document. The giori- 
dus Fourth shone brightly ou 2,000 or 3,000 oeo- 
ple. The celebration began with a saivo of all 
ne anviis in town; the primitive band biew 
he blast of freedom through patriotic brass, 
and Mr. Tevis, having read, began to comment 
on the Declaration in a long speech, greatly to 

% displeasure of the gallant Sons. In order 
do terminate his malappropriate oration, the au- 
vils were set to fr u with such a thundering 

nd consecutive poise that notbing else could be 
beard, and Mr. Tevis, beim very angry, gave 
way for the orator and sat down. The event 
made a great deal of talk and brought the am- 
ditious young man into very unpleasant notoriety 
instead of fame. 

The Democratic party bad procured the use of 
two columns of the loca! paper, and had ap- 
poioted as editor the Hon. Charles E. Lippin- 
cott, State Senator from Yuba County. Lip- 
olucott had a keen perception of the ludicrous, 
ud, as Tevis was a Koow-Nothing, he took 
occasion to roast me unfortunate young 
man in the Democratic corner of the 
paper, and it created a great deal of fun in the 
town. ite next day Mr. Tevis came to me—l 
bad no jurisdiction in the Democratic side of 
the paper—and demanded the publication of a 
card, which pronounced the author of Lippia- 
cott’s article a liar and a slanderer.“ He was 
white with rage and tremblimy, and would not 
be reasoned with. Kuoowing the uature of the 
antagonist and his deadly skill with arms, I tried 
to dissuade Levis from the rasb and dangerous 
publication, and dwelt on the inevitable conse- 
quence. But be would hear noth ug; be wanted 
to tight, be said, and would fight in the street or 
otherwise; and, if the card was not published, 
he would consider it an act of hostility to 
ounsel{; and so the unconscious type gave out 
the fatal impress, and a challenge frum Lippia- 
cott followed promptly, and was as promptly 
accepted. 

The difficulty took a political shape,—Demo- 
cratic and Knownoth.og,—tnouzh some lead nu 
Democrats did their best to prevent the meet- 
mg. Both velligerents belonged to the Order 
of Odd-Fellows, but, as neither belonged to the 
ioval lodge, no direct authority could de im- 
posed, though the good brethren kept in session 
ail nicht devising means to prevent the en- 
counter. Several times the difficulty was sup- 
posed to be settled. bat as olten would be re- 
newel by certain chivairy vagabonds who 
seemed eager to see bloodsved when not flow- 
ng from their own veins. Morn we came; ive 
forenoon passed. — ne peace-makers, having 
deen so often baflled, gave up tueir humane 
exertions, and it was understood that tue fight 
would come off that aiternoon. In the mean- 
time the priucipals and their friends had 
goue to the woods, the public 
uot knowing when or where, and 
ne Sheriff was in pursuit. The 
dueling ground had been selected some six 
miles from town, on a flat near the top of the 
orty oilis of Sierra County, where never a bird 
sings, and where the sombre fir trees spread 
eir eternal pail; but when near ready for their 
sangumary proceed ugs the Sheriff and his posse 
were descried on a distant eminence, and the 
duel.ng party moved on into an adjacent coun- 
ty, beyond the jurisdiction of tbe pursuers. 
there avother arena was prepared, and the 
great act of the tragedy was ready to come on. 
in the meanwhile the principals had been away 
with their seconds in opoosit directions, practic- 
ug with double-barreled shot-guns, loaded 
with ball, at furty ards,—the weapons aud dis- 
tance agreed on,—and | was afterward told that 
each had broken a bottle at the word. 

Lippincott was a low, heavy-set man, with 
light hair, piercing black eyes, deliberate and 
resolute in his speech, and with that pecuiiar 
physical structure indicating steadiness aod 
self-possession. Hewas the son of a clergyman 
in IIlinois, and was exemplary in his habits, ex- 
cepting the ordinary drinking of that time; was 
higbly cultivated in mind, and was an exceed- 
ingiy good humorous aud sentimental writer. 
He declared he did not wish to kill his adver- 
sary, to whom he had never spoken in person; 
did not want to ficht, if it could be avoided: but 
the nature of the public insult and the customs 
of the time compelled bim to send the chal- 
ieoge. During a previous winter he had been 
engaged in hunting deer and bear, and was 
knowa to be a remarkabiy good woodsman. In 
making his chowe of weapons, Tevis unknow- 
ingly selected those with which bis adversary 
was most familiar, double-barreled shotguns 
8 ounce balls. 

Mr. Tevis wasa tall, spare man, of a highly 
nervous and excitabie temperament. He came 
from Kentucky, and possessed the ideas ot 
chivalry and honor prevailing at the South, but 
too little skilled in woodcraft to know that in 
shooting down hill one shouid aim low, else he 
will overreach the mark. He was possesaed of 
good natural abilities, but was somewnat 
eccentric ia manner, and did not possess the 
element of popularity. In walking out with 
him on the evening before the mecting I ob- 
served bis manner was abstracted and his 
speech confused and faltering as he talked of 
nis solemu situation, but his courage and 
resolution were unwavering, and be seemed 
absolutely atnirst to smil the blood of one 
woo had made him the object of 
mortifying ridicule. That was oun last inter- 
view, and his last aight upon earth, and 
ihe pale ghost-like face, as it then appeared in 
the twilight wheo we waiked under the frown- 
ing bills and beside the resoanding river, hangs 
in memory to tbisday. I had seen the bound- 
iug deer sink down before ine aim of bis iron- 
nerved antagonist, and felt then that he was a 
. man walkwg the lonely outskirts of the 
world. 

The combatants took their places, forty yards 
apart; the ground was a little sloping, and the 
bighest situation fell to the lot of Tevis. The 
sun Was goiug down upon the peace and happi- 
ness Of two families far away, and upon a brill- 
iant young man’s ambition und life. as his 
second walked away he turned toward Tevis and 
laid bis tinger on his own breast, as an indica- 
uiou where to aim, and Lippincott observed the 
gesture, and fixed his eyes on the same 
piace. The word was given; both guns 
cracked at the same instant. Tevis sank 
Gown, shot directly through the heart, and 
a lock of bair tell from near Lippiacott’s 
ear. ‘he fallen man had not made the neces- 
sary allowance for descending ground, and his 
murderous lead had passed directly over his ad- 
sr Bo left shoulder, grazing his face. The 
wound was frightful, as though it had been 
bored through with an auger, and the ground 
was horrible with its sanguine libation. ‘The 
survivor and bis friends took their departure.

After completing bis term in the State Senate 
Mr. Lippincott returned to his home in Illinois 
to fond bis reverena father dying. I heard that 
his sou’s connection with the fata) duel broke 
the good man’s heart, and he died. At the out- 
break of the War Lippincott joined the Union 
armies, distinguished himself in battie by his 
reckless daring, and became a Brigadier-Gen- 
eral. Hewas afterward the Republican State 
Auditor of Illinois. If this brief sketch should 
come to the attention of his personal or polit- 
ical friends, let them know t bis career in 
California was distinguished and honorable, that 
be was respected and beloved by nis acquaint- 
ances, and that his unhappy eutanglement in 
the duel resulted from bis position and the 
prevailing spirjt of border life. At that time a 
politician who would haye suffered himself to 
be published a liar and a slanderer, without 
prompt resentment, would bave been considered 
disgraced by most of his feliow-citizens. Mr. 
Lippincott was an intimate friend and supporter 
of the late Senator Broderick, and was by him 
regarded as his ablest advocate and partisan. 

Miss Pellet went to Oregon, and there, while 
a galiant settler went to pilot and protect her 
through the wilderness, the savages came u”on 
and murdered his family and burnt his house.

CHICAGO CONFERENCE. 


Second Day’s Proceedings of the Methodist 
Ministers—Closing Exercises. 

Yesterday morning was a bad one for Metb- 
odist ministers to get out, their sense of duty 
being somewhat blinded by the cold, stormy 
weather, and the comforts of the home fireside 
caused them to hesitate about going out. Asa 
consequence the District Convention, which was 
to bave commenced its day’s labors at 9 o’clock, 
in executive eession, was slimiy attended. lt 
was half an hourgfter that time before anybody 
put in an appearance, apd then there were not 
more than balf a dozen present. 

The executive session was called to order 
shortly before 10 o’clock by Dr. Willing, the 
Rev. W. H. Holmes being appointed temperary 
Secretary. 

The following candidates, baving passed ex- 
amination, were recommended for license to 
preach: Samuel E. Vinal, Levin Johnson, A. 
E. Griffith, H. J. Bowder, Marion M. McCreight, 
and William fl. Jordan. 

The first two were licensed to preach, and then 
a discussion arose as to whether the remaining 
candidates should be likewise treated. Some 
contended that ministers were being made too 
fast, and that the material was getting too 
cheap, while others thought that the young 
preachers would improve bv age, and there was 
need for mapy more loca! preachers. The sub- 
ject was laid over until afternoon. 

The licenses of the following gentlemen were 
renewed: J., H. Manny, C. E. Beach, E. C. 
Cook, O. C. Burt, and W. R. Meilatte. 

The hour having gone by for taking up the 
regular order of business, the subject ** The 
Practical Opportunities of the Local Preacher of 
fo-Day ” was taken up, the Rev. J. H. Manny 
leading. This topic came under the general 
head ok Local Preachers’ Institute.” The 
usual order of asking and answering questions 
was continued. A short discussion arose as to 
whether the circuit svstem of England could be 
saccessfully carried out in Chicago. 

The next topic was the ** Embarrassments 
calculated to turn a local preacher from the 
course of study prescrioéd for him in the Dis- 
cipline.”’ 

Mr. F. P. Crandon made a few remarks, as 
leader, in which he thought the chief embar- 
rassment of a local preacber was his inability 
to get the books. He thought that every man 
could find time, if he only would, to study and 
prepare himself.

AFTERNOON SESSION. 


In the executive meet ug of the afternoon 
the old question of licensing local preacbers 
came up for discussion, aiter prayer, led by the 
Rev. Jobo O. Foster. The names of the several 
candidates fer local preachers’ licenses who 
were not passed upon in the morn. ng came be- 
fore the meeting tor consideration, and Marion 
M. McCreigbt was licensed. 

The order of the dav being taken up, Dr. 
Hatfield announced that he would make the 
motion of which he warned the members of the 
Conference at its last session, namely, that the 
District Conference be discontinued. 

The Rev. Dr. Boring seconded the motion. 

The Rev. J. O. Foster made a speech, in which 
he urged the aiscontinuance of the District 
Conference, offering a number of reasons why 
the system should be abolished. 

Dr. Williamson moved that-speeches be limit- 
ed to three minutes each. 

Dr. Boring and Dr. Hatfield objected, but the 
motion prevailed, and Dr. Boring called for the 
previous question, to cut off all debate, but sub- 
sequently withdrew his motion, and made afew 
remarks in favor of the question before the 
Conference. He thought it was a useless ex- 
pense to hold a District Conference, when the 
same business might be transacted elsewhere 
with more effect. He believed the work here 
injured the work in other places. 

Mr. J. T. Cooper thought if they did not need 


a District Conference in Chicago they did not 


need one anywhere. 

The Rev. 8. H. Adams wanted to have the 
matter postponed uatil the next Quarterly Con- 
ference. He moved that the decision of this 
question be postponed until after he next Gen- 
eral Conference, and offered the following reso- 


dution, whien was signed by seven members of 


the District Conference: 

Resolved, That we heredy memorialize the en- 
suing General Conference of the M. E. Church to 
aocolish the optional feature of the District Confer- 
ence and make ite existence on every district 
obligatory, or else do away with it altogether. 

The Rev. Mr. Adams was reminded that his 
motion to postpove and his resolution would 
bave to be separated. The motion was accord- 
ingly taken up first. 

Dr. Hatfield thought it would be no use to 
postpone action uon this subject until the 
General Conference, for there would be many 
there who would be in favor of allowing it to 
remain as it was. 

Dr. Williamson thought that the District Con- 
ference should be kept up, and that the time 
should be fixed for holding sessions when more 
people could attend. 

Ihe Rev. Mr. Strot ridge was in favor of keep- 
ing up the Conference: he did not think it was 
labor lost; he had obtained more information 
in regard to Church discipline and ciass-leader- 
ship in this last session than he had ever ob- 
tained from any other source. 

Mr. Watson Thatcher spoke in favor of con- 
tinuing the Conference. 

Ine Rev. Mr. Cleveland was opposed to a 
continuance, for there appeared to be less inter- 
est manifested at each session than at the one 
before. 

Mr. Alling was opposed to a postponement of 
tus question, aud this was precisely the posi- 
tion taken by the Rev. Mr. Hardin. He wanted 
the quéstion of continuance or discontinuance 

VOTED UP OR DOWN. 

The Rev. R. B. Pope was not prepared to vote 
for giving up the District Conference. He 
thought that this would give the Presiding 
Eider something over which to preside. He 
thought that if the brethren bad exhibited half 
the amount of power in furthering the work of 
the Conierence that they had done in trying to 
break up tne Conference, there would be no 
lack of interest. 

A slight clond was caused by the Rev. Mr. 
Cleveland insinvaating that some of the mem- 
bers who were upon the side of discontinuing 
the Conference had been using undue influence 
to bring that result about. 

Dr. Hatfield and Dr. Boring repelled the in- 
sipuaiion, and Mr. Hiram Odell stated that he 
did not think a Caristian spirit was bemg shown 
on either side of the question.

The Packers vs. The Farmers, 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

CuHicago, Dec. 16.—During the past three 
days the receipts of hogs at the Stock-Yards 
have been light, but the packers have been 
holding off and selling pork short,“ for the 
purpose of bulldozing the farmers, and forcing 
them to accept lower prices. But the farmers 
are too well posted to be bulldosed.“ They 
kuow that the crop is less than last year, and 
that the foreign demind wili be much greater, 
and that tneir hogs will soon command a bigher 
price than they are now bOringmg. The supply 
is much more deficient than the country is as 
yet aware of. The limited pumber sent to 
market at preseat prices and their light weicht, 
proves ma:ihematically that the crop is short, 
and that the present price of mess pork must 
inevitably advance. Ihe price of hogs cannot 
materially decline. This is absolutely certain.

I live in a 
region devoted to corn and hog “culchaw,”’ 
and I think the tacts as I find them there will 


fairly represent the true situation all over the 
Northwest. 

First— The bog crop is short. 

Seconod—The great bulk of the good fat hogs 
are pow all shipped to your city. 

Farmers, a3 a class, when their products bring 
a low brice, are very likely to sell out and go at 
something eise. This was the case last winter. 
Our hogs brought us only $2.50 per hundred, 
and thousands of farmers, all over the 
West, stopped producing 

in the way 


ket without reference to rank or previous 
condition.“ My neighbors are large bog-raisers. 
They shipped their hogs early in November 
twelve or fifteen car-leads, because they di 

not look for bign prices this winter, and are 
now *“‘squealing’’ because they sold. I talked 
last nigut with the largest hog-buyer in this 
whole region, and he said to me: The bulk 
of the hogs for this season are nowin. Last 
week when hogs advanced we received tele- 
grams from Cbicago to buy all the hogs we 
could. I started out, and the dest I could do 
was only eight or ten car-loads, when I ought 
to have bought twice that number. I was in 
Chicago on the Board of Trade one day last 
week when I heard a big packer gar, I'll be 
blanked, blanked, if 1 did not work barder for 
the last week to break the market, 
but 1 utterly failed.’ The truth of 
is is the bogs are not to de had 
and we shall have to pay the farmers —— what 
they choose to ask. I went West. lately, as 
far as Abilene, Kas. I saw plenty of young 
hogs coming on, but mighty few fat hogs. ‘The 
yards were ali cleaned. 

Ihe corn is now all husked. 80 far as I have 
been able to gu her facts [| am satisfied that in- 
stead of the corn crop “being a full one” it 
will fail below the average. ‘The drought has 
réduced the vicid. A load of corn which ought 
to weigh thirty busbels this year weighs only 
twenty-five busheis. It is very loose on the 
cob. So far as receipts are concerned this fact 
must be borne in mind. A farmer this winter 
is only obliged to sell one load of corn, as the 
price is 36 vents per busfels. Last winter corn 
was worth ouly 18 cents, and then he was 
obliged to sell double the amount. I look for 
only a moderate movement of corn from the 
country this winter. S. I. K P.

HISTORICAL SOCIETY. 


Historical Papers—Annual Election of Of- 
fleers. 

An adjourned annual meeting of the Chicago 
Historical Society was held last evening, the 
Hon. Isaac N. Arnold in the chair. On motion 
of the Hon. John Wentworth, a committee of 
three were appoinzed to prepare proper resolu- 
tions of respect td; the memory of the late Sol 
A. Smitb, former Treasurer of the Society. 
The Chair nominatéd John Wentworth, E. H. 
Sheldon, and 8. H. Kerfoot as such committee. 
Four annual members and six corresponding 
members were elected. On motion of E. H. 
Sheldon, a committee, consisting of E. H. 
Sheldon, Mark Skioner, and John Wentworth, 
were appointed to nominate officers for the 
ensuing year, the report being temporarily post- 
poned. 4 

Mr. E. G. M was then introduced and 
read an elaborate paper on Kaskaskia and Its 
Parish Records.“ He showed how the old town 
was first settled by French trappers and hunt- 
ers under the codtrol of members of the Society 
of Jesus. The first part of the essay consisted 
of a review of the old parish registers, bristling 
with polysyliabic French and Indian names, and 
could not be considered as ot interest tothe 
general public.
